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PREFACE. 


The  publication  of  an  ancestral  record  has  become  an  event  of 
such  frequent  occurrence  as  to  liardly  call  for  excuse  or  comment. 
A  few  words  of  explanation  will  therefore  suffice  as  my  preface. 

Several  years  since,  while  on  a  business  trip  to  Hartford,  Conn.,  I 
examined  the  Hisi.onj  of  Simshuri/,  Grcithtj,  and  Canton,  Conn.,  pub- 
lished in  1S45,  by  Xoah  A.  Phelps,  and  Sktfches  of  We.tt  Simsbury, 
published  in  1S.3G,  by  Abit-l  Brown.  I  found  in  these  histories 
my^own  family  tree,  with  but  one  omission,  which  I  afterwards 
supplied  from  the  prol)ate  office  at  Hartford.  My  attention  was 
forcibly  called  to  the  rapidly  approaching  decay  and  obliteration  of 
many  of  the  earlier  manuscript  town  records  of  the  colonial  period, 
and  I  realized  that  any  further  searches  I  might  wish  to  make,  for 
personal  details  concerning  the  ••' early  fathers,"  should  be  prose- 
cuted at  once.  I  have  since  carried  out  a  resolution  then  formed, 
to  gather  every  attainable  item  wiiich  would  throw  any  light  on 
the  life  and  pursuits  of  men  of  the  first  and  second  generations  of 
the  Xew  England  familv  bearing  the  Closes  name.  The  results 
hav#  been  so  fruitful  that  1  have  decided  to  pre.serve  them  in  buok 
form.  Incidental  to  these  re.-earches  I  have  obtained  the  names 
of  many  descendants.  I  therefore  append  a  genealogical  record, 
which,  though  not  complete,  should  give  to  nearly  all  who  claim 
New  England  descent,  and  who  can  trace  })ack  their  ancestry  for 
four  generations,  an  opportunity  to  estal^lish  their  lineage. 

Many  of  the  descendants  of  the  forefathers  will  doubtless  feel 
disappointed  that  I  have  not  made  se.in'h  for  them  and  placed 
them  where  they  justly  belong  with  the  modern  names  in  this 
book. 

I  can  only  say  by  way  of  apology  for  omissions  and  imperfec- 
tions, that  I  have  been  but  two  years  in  gathering  material,  arid  have 
bevn  able  to  give  to  this  compilation  nc*  more  tlian  the  occasional 
spare  hours  of  an  active  business  life. 

I  print  this  work  for  my  personal  .satistaction  and  also  with  the 
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hope  of  gratifying  the  few  friends  and  correspondents  who  have 
aided  in  the  researches  necessary  to  such  an  undertaking  —  who 
realize  its  difficulties,  and  have  with  myself  found  interest  and 
pleasure  in  overcoming  tliem. 

Among  others  who  have  assisted  me.  I  make  especial  mention  of 
Rev.  Vincent  Moses  of  Patten,  Elaine;  of  Joshua  Moses  of  Hoopes- 
ton,  111.,  and  of  the  Hon.  Charles  J.  Hoadly,  State  Liorarian 
at  Hartford,  Conn.,  from  each  of  whom  I  have  received  valuable 
material. 

The  book  is  published  for  private  circulation.

CHAPTER    I. 


JOIIX  :\[OSES   OF  PLYMOUTIT   COLONY. 

It  is  a  matter  of  actiutl  record  tliat  as  far  Itack  as  104 7 
there  were  liiree  New  England  colonists  bearing  the  name  of 
J»;hn  Moses.  Of  these,  the  earliest  mention  is  of  John  Moses  of 
Plymouth. 

There  is  nothing  lo  indicate  relation.sh.ip  between  him  and  John 
Moses  of  Portsmouth;  but  family  traditions  and  statements,  as 
well  as  strong  circumstantial  evidence  and  the  inhei^ent  probaliili- 
ties  of  the  case,  seem  to  determine  beyond  reasonable  doubt  that 
he  was  the  father  oi  John  Mo.ses  of  Windsor.  Several  accounts  in 
the  possession  of  the  older  liranches  of  the  descendants  of  John 
Moses  of  Windsor  state  positively  that  he  was  the  son  of  a  John 
Moses  of  Plymouth.  f 

•  From  these  accounts  one  is  selected  that  has  several  times  been 
in  print.  In  a  personal  sketch  of  the  late  Schuyler  Moses.*  pub- 
lished several  years  since  in  Jfo.so/t's  Sr mi- Centennial  Hi'<tory  of 
Rfjcla'sier.  X.  Y.,  John  Moses  is  mentioned  as  the  "son  of  John 
Moses  who  cam.e  from  England  in  16o2.  and  who  is  supposed  to 

have  been  married  before  he  enaigrated  to  America." 

'•This  John  Mo.ses  was  a  blacksmith,  and  brought  with  him  from 
England,  in  li>3'2.  a  set  of  tools  whii-h  have  remained  in  the  i^Jiises 

•Schuyler  Moses,  after  his  rerrmval  fr  ni  Connectinit  to  Xew  Vork,  lived  fur  many  years  in 
tlie  sanifi  iu.'ise  with  his  father,  who  dipii  a.-i  late  as  1847,  aged  86,  and  also  reineniberud  hi* 
graiulf:itlit'r,  Ui^ha,  «  ho  was  hum  in  ]7:i>. 

This  Elislia's  aMmlfafher  was  b.^rn  in  I'iSI.  It  will  thus  he  -seen  that  the  st<Ty  of  tlie  anvil, 
and  of  irs  uriL'iiial  ownership,  niiirht  have  been  handed  down  throuirh  hut  very  iew  persons  in 
reaching-  the  venerable  ?rhuyler  .Moses  Tho  Ne%v  Vork  fVnrhl  of  .\farch  14,  l!r6'),  contained 
the  followins:  notice:  "Schuyler  Muses  died  yesterday  in  hi- '.'Ist  year:  he  was  r!ip  oldest 
Fn-efnason  in  the  ."^tate  of  .Vow  York,  the  <ddo-it  pinneer  of  Rnchester  :  he  voted  for  James 
Munroc  in  Js-J  ',  and  fir  Harrison  in  iitA,  and  .served  as  a  jiiryniau  in  ISdS." 
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family  down  to  riic  prc-^etit  liin*^.  a  peri'x.l  of  two  hundred  and 
rifty-two  years."' 

A  numlier  of  the  Iron  Af/^,  publislied  during  the  Centennial 
Esposition  of  1S70,  selves  a  description  of  an  anvil  exhibited  at 
Philadelphia  in  a  building  devoted  to  New  England  hisrori(?al 
relies.  E.x;tracts  from  this  aiticle,  printed  thirteen  years  since,  are 
as  follows  :

"The  old  anvil  shown  in  the  accompanying  ilhistration  has  already 
becii  descritied  iu  rliese  colunms.  but  some  additional  particulars  courcrn- 
\ng  it  will  be  of  hitcrust.  It  is  11  inches  biu'h.  l»j  niches  louii-  to  horn,  four 
inches  wide,  and  wt^ighs  I'-iO  pounds,  ^fr.  Seymour  says:  'I  a.ssure  you 
it  has  seen  hard  service.  Thtre  is  no  (luestion  as  to  its  binn^  made  in 
163:i.'  " 

In  the  earlier  article  above  alluded  to,  a  letter,  dated  Mfirch  13. 
1S70,  from  Mr.  Xorman  Seymour,  Secretary  of  the  Livingston 
County,  N.  Y.,  Historical  Society,  is  published,  from  which  is 
quoted:  ••Among  the  relics  that  have  been  ])rought  oitt  >o  far 
this  cimtenniaL  year,  I  have  found  in  our  to^vu  an  oM  anvil,  uu'l 
marked  on  it  in  figures  cut  in  the  iron  J'J-JJ.  This  anvil  v*-as 
broujiht  over  from  Euiiiaud  about  tliu  vear  l<i32  by  John  Moses." 
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Farther  on.  al'ter  rraeiuf;  t'roiii  JuLn  Moses  of  1632  tlie  gene- 
alogy  ot  the  Schuylt-r  Moses  family  (wliich  will  be  fomid  in  later 
padres  oi  this  woi"k),  the  Lun  Ajt  adds:  '•  Tlie  anvil  is  now  at 
this  date  in  pos-session  of  Miss  A.urelia  Moses,  the  oldest  dau,G:hter 
of  Elisha  Moses,  Jr.,  and  of  licbecca.  the  daugliter  of  Elisha  Dray- 
ton Moses,  wlio  now  resides  at  Mount  Mi.>rris,  Livingston  County, 
N.  Y.  It  is  truly  an  old  relic,  and  its  battered  c<''ndition  proves 
that  it  has  seen  hard  service  during  nearly  "J.'O  years.'' 

The  anvil  was.  sometime  after  the  Expusirion,  removed  to  the 
residence  oi  the  late  Schuyler  Moses,  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  where 
the  writer  has  lately  examir^ed  it,  and  verified  the  above  descrip- 
tion. 

From  a  letter  from  Schuyler  ]Sroses  to  Charles  Moses  of  Brook- 
lyn, X.  Y.,  dated  May  21,  1SS5,  a  full  copy  of  which  is  in  the 
writer's  possession,  the  following  extract  is  given:  "  I  have  traced 
the  Yankt.-e  Moses  family  back  to  Plymouth,  iFass.,  1632."' 

In  a  ierter  written  several  years  since  to  the  Rev.  Vincent 
Moses,  and  kindly  furninhed  with  other  material  for  this  history. 
Sclmyler  Moses  distinctly  ulakes  the  statement,  that  he  once  had 
in  his  possession  a  record  sliuwing  that  the  first  John  ^Moses  of 
his  line  was  from  Riymouth,  Mass.'  and  that  he  came  to  tliis 
country  in  IGLVi. 

Marcus  Moses,  born  ISOO,  ])rother  of  Schuyler,  in  a  letter 
to  Rev.  Vincent  Mo.ses.  April  4,  18  72,  also  gives  the  story  of  the 
an^'ii  as  handed  down  from  his  father  and  grandfather. 

His  sister  Aurelia  Moses,  bovu  in  1S03.  and  other  members  of 
the  family,  also  confirm  the  account. 

The  writer  deferred  communicating  with  the  late  Schuyler 
Moses,  considerin.cj  that  on  account  of  his  great  age  it  would  be 
better  to  visit  him  when  busine.ss  shouW  lead  in  the  direction  of 
Rochester,  X.  Y.  Unfortunately  this  purpose  was  too  long 
delayed,  and  recent  corresi)ondi'uce  with  his  heirs  and  a  personal 
call  at  his  late  home  at  iiochester,  have  not  added  any  fresh  par- 
ticulars to  the  foregoing  items  of  family  history.  The  account  of 
the  ''  Moses  Anvil  '  is  given  here  as  it  has  been  handed  down 
through  th»;  generations.  The  researches  of  the  writer  furnish 
considerable  circimistantial  evidence  in  favor  of  this  tradition  of 
the  Mount  Morris  lu'anch  of  the  ^[o.ses  family. 

Tlu;  Lechford  account  of  John  Moses  of  Plymouth,  which  will 
presently  follow,  was  not  published,  and  the  b<)ok   which  contains 
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It  waa  not  di5irnjur(--><l  to  the  fe^-  principal  libraries  vv'bort>  it  can 
now  he  found,  until  1886.  In  the  opinion  of  tlte  writer  its 
existence  is  unknown  to  any  of  the  Moses  name  be.sidos  liimself  at 
the  date  o^this  publication.  It  appears  from  the  Lechford  history 
that  John  Mo5e>  of  Plymouth,  though  not  properly  a  blacksmith, 
was  a  shipwright,  and  that  he  would  have  had  use  for  an  anvil. 
From  what  is  given  iiereafter,  it  uill  also  be  seen  that  John  Moses 
of  T\'indsor.  though  not  a  blacksmith,  ha.l  ownership  in  a  cider 
mill,  saw  mills,  and  a  gri.>t  mill,  and  had  evidently  a  knowledge  of 
mechanics.  In  ti;e  inventory  of  his  estate,  taken  after  his  death, 
is  enumerated  -iron  tools  and  old  iron."  which  from  the  consider- 
able valuation  of  £6  and  iOs.  might  well  have  included  an  anvil. 
T\'ithout  reference  to  the  anvil,  it  is  clear  that  in  several  families 
the  story  has  been  inherited,  that  th^^  father  of  John  :Moses  of 
Windsor  was  a  John  Moses  who  landed  on  the  New  England 
coast  in  16o(t  or  1632.  The.se  accounts,  so  carefully  handed  down 
from  fatlier  to  son,  gather  new  force  in  view  of  the  historical  proof 
lately  oiitained  by  the  writer  that  there  was  a  John  Moses  of 
Plymouth,  at  least  as  far  back  as  16  tO,  although  none  of  those  of 
the  family  with  whom  the  writer  hiis  had  correspondence  ^\■^th 
reference  to  the  Moses  traditions  were  informed  as  to  his  knowl- 
edge of  such  proijf,  which  he  purposely  witliheld.  tliat  no  bias 
might  be  given  through  him  to  their  communications.  This  proof 
is  afl'orded  by  the  Lechford  historical  sketch  of  John  Moses  of 
Plymouth,  already  referred  to,  and  which  is  now  given  in  iidl. 

In  tte  transactions  of  the  American  Antic  luari an  Societv,  Vol. 
VII,  is  published  a  "  Note  book  kept  by  Thomas  Lechford,  Lawyer 
in  Boston,  Mass.  Bay.  from  June  27,  1638,  to  W^uly  21,  1641.' 

In  the  preface  to  the  volume,  the  Rev.  Edward  Everett  Hale, 
under  date  of  September  17,  188.5,  speaks  of  the  Society's  deter- 
mination to  publish  the  Xote  ]>ook,  and  goes  on  to  state  that  *'  it  is 
one  of  the  most  valuable  documents  which  have  been  preserved  of 
the  history  of  the  first  generation  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  the 
daily  record  of  the  work  done  in  the  office  of  the  only  professional 
lawyer  in  the  Colony.  The  present  owner  of  the  original  manu- 
script is  Samuel  Jennison  of  Boston I  have  not 

been  able  to  discover  the  time  or  place  of  Lechford"s  embarkation 
for  New  England,  nor  in  which  of  the  twenty  ships  which  Itrought 
3,000  pa-ssengers  to  Mfissachusetts  in  the  summer  of  1638,  he  came. 
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ni-i  Xote  li'-'ok  V)Oo;ins,  <  Bosron  in  Xe^v  Engl;ind-27-4-t]ie  day  of  my 
landiuff.  163.S/  ''' 

"111  July.  1040."  he  wrote  to  England,  "I  do  profess  that  I  am 
of  this  mind  and  judgement.  I  thank  God  that  Chi'i.-Jtiaus  cannot 
live  happily  without  Bishops  as  in  England,  nor  Englislimeu  with- 
out a  Kiag." Of  ^[assacd^l3et^s:,  he  writes,  "I  am 

not  of  th-.-m  in  clmrch  or  conmumweal  —  some  hid  niL'  begone." 
(,>n  the  IGth  of  Xovember,  1G41,  after  his  landing  in  Eng- 
land, he  writes,  that  he  ■'  had  returned  humbly  to  the  Church  of 
England.'' 

"With  this  neoessatn--  introduction,  quotation  is  now  madu  from 
page  418  of  the  volume  VJl,  above  referred  to.

hould  deepe  to  be  made  proportionabl'?  according  to  the  same  wiili  a 
deck  and  to  be  seeled  througliout  the  said  pinnace  and  to  bo  finished  the 
last  of  August  Then  next  following  for  which  they  tlie  said  defendants 
promised  to  pay  the  said  plaintilfe  40£  and  such  other  clutrges  as  are 
mentioned  in  the  writing  of  agreement  thereof  at  the  finisliing  of  the  said 
pinnace  under  the  hands  of  both  the  said  defend"  and  the  said  pit.  And  the 
said  plaintifft-  iudt?ed  SMith  that  the  said  defend'*  were  by  a<rreement  also 
betwecne  them  tl'.e  said  def*  and  pit.  to  deliver  to  the  said  pit.  divers 
ruiiterioUs  towards  the  finisliing  the  said  pinnace  by  the  day  aforesaid  ap- 
pointed in  the  said  agreement  but  they  the  said  defen'*  fayled  therein  so 
that  the  s:dd  pinnace  could  not  bo  finished  by  the  said  d;iy  appointed 
through  the  def.-.ult  of  the  said  defend",  neither  were  they  ready  to  .satisfie 
the  said  plaiutiife  for  the  said  pinnace  wlien  it  should  be  finished  as  was 
■agreed  as  aforesaid.  But  the  said  plaintitfe  was  forced  to  sell  the  said 
pinnace  away  to  Captain  Edward  Gibbons  in  the  third  moueth  last  and  to 
finish  the  .«(ame  for  him  whereby  the  said  pinnace  lay  upon  tlu;  plniruiffes 
hands  in  building  from  the  said  last  of  Auirust  Anno  Dni  1040  till  the 
midst  of  the  third  monetli  last,  being  9  nioneths.  To  the  damage  of  the 
said  pi'  19i;  19s  lid.

then  told  this  depon.  that  the  said  Keyser  inten<led  not  to  have  the  said  pin- 
nace for  that  he  was  not  able  to  pay  for  it  nor  his  partner  neither,  whereof 
this  deponent  tould  the  >aid  John  Closes  who  tliereupon  borrowed  tliis  depo- 
nents !)oate  V.  ho  went  therein  with  anorlier  man  to  .seek  said  Keyser  and  his 
partner  about  the  said  pitch  and  oakhum  and  pinnace,  and  ther  were  wait- 
ing with  his  said  boate  three  weekes  in  the  chiefe  maekrell  time  in 
Septeuiber  which  was  above  i£  dama.ire  to  this  deponent." 

"  Will  Latham  of  Duxbury  plauter  aged  about  32  yeares,  sworne  upon 
oathe,  that  in  tlie  seventh  moneth  last  he  went  in  a  boate  from  Duxbury 
aforesaid  with  John  3Io^es  to  seek  Tlionias  Keyser  and  his  partner  about 
a  pinnace  that  the  said  John  Closes  laid  in  Jiand  for  thera.  and  that  this 
deponent  and  the  said  ^foscs  were  out  about  the  said  business  for  about 
three  weekes. " 

Foot  Xotos  by  the  Eclitor  of  Ltchfi.rd's  Ilanv.script  Xote  Book 
made  in  1S85: 

"  Of  John  Closes  and  John  Guy  T  can  find  no  mention  at  all  in  Savage. 
Thomas  Keyser  was  a  seafaring  man  of  whom  little  other  remembrance 
was  preserved.  He  has  obtained  a  species  of  fame  through  his  mention 
by  TFinthrop.  Vol.  2.  p.  2:jl,  where  are  related  certain  operations  of  one 
Smith  and  his  nuite  Tlioroas  Keyser  in  a  voyage  undertaken  by  them  to 
the  coast  of  Guinea." 

"Philip  Delano  or  Philip  De  La  X..y  as  it  was  formerly  written  was 
said  to  hav(  been  a  Frenchman,  member  of  the  Church  at  Leyden.  lie 
came  over  \u  1021,  was  a  freeman  iu  1622  and  was  one  of  the  early 
settlers  of  Duxl.ury  where  he  became  a  man  of  'much  respectibiJitie ' 
according  to  T\"iuds(->r." 

"Wm.  Latham  was  a  more  obscure  inhabitant  of  Duxbury  whither 
he  moved  from  Ph  mouth.  He  had  come  over  in  the  Mayliowcr  as 
servant  to  Governor  Carver  — see  Bradford,  p.  447—430." 

In  the  ILsfnr,/  of  Xtw  Ei.jIanJ  from  lOlJO  to  lCt9,  hy  John 
Winthrop,  E.sq.,  first  Governor  of  the  Colony  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay,  two  q-iite  len.irthy  accounts  are  ,^•iven  of  this  'I'liomas  Keyser. 
who  heiiaved  so  uieanly  in  rehition  to  the  pinnace  lie  had  ordered 
of  the  shipwright,  John  Moses.     E.xtracts  ate  given  as  shuwiiii.^  the 
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character  of  Key?er,  ani;l  as  also  showintr  ppcnliarities  in  the  relig- 
ious beiieis  oL  the  time. 
Vol.  T.  p.  321,  year  1630: 

'•There  linppened  a  mcninrahle  tliinir  at  Plinioutli  about  thi>;  time. 
'  One  Key.ear  of  Lynn  boins:  at  Plimoiitli  in  his  boat  and  one  Pickersou 
with  him  a  p^ot■e.>^so^,  but  a  notorious  tiiief.  was  coming  out  of  the  harbor 
with  the  ebb  ami  the  wind  soutlicrly.  a  fresh  gale  ;  jet  with  all  tiieir 
skill  and  labor,  the.v  could  not  in  three  hours  get  the  boat  above  one 
league,  so  as  they  were  forced  to  come  to  an  anchor,  and  at  the  flood,  to 
go  back  to  the  tOAvn,  and  ns  soon  as  they  were  come  in,  the  said  Dickerson 
was  arrested  upon  suspicion  of  a  gold  ring  and  some  other  pieces  of  gold 
which  upon  search  were  found  about  him  and  he  was  there  whipped 
for  ir." 

In  Vol.  II.  p.  2i3,  year  164.5, —  Keyser  appears  as  mate  on  a 
vessel  owned  hy  .lames  Sniith.  '"'who  was  a  member  of  the  Church 
of  Boston."'  also  they  together  n>ade  a  voyage  to  Guinea  to  trade  for 
Negroes. 

Quite  a  lengthy  account  is  given  of  tins  slave-trading  venture, 
and  of  a  law  suit  brought  by  Smith  against  Keyser  for  bringing 
home  the  vessel.  leaving  him  (Suuth)  at  Barbadoes,  also  of  their 
being  brought  to  account  for  '-murder,"  '"Stealing  negers,"  also 
''  chacing  the  negers  (as  aforesayde)  upon  the  Sabbath  day,  wliich 
(being  a  servile,  work  and  such  as  cannot  be  con.sidered  under  any 
other  heade).  is  expressly  capitall  by  the  law  of  God." 

If  any  punishment  was  inflicted  upon  them  it  does  not  appear  in 
the^ecords. 

It  is  stated  that  the  pinnace  was  afterv.-ar-.l  finished  ani  sold  to 
Captain  Edward  Gibbons.  On  page  321  -of  Prinr^j's  Chronnhgtj^ 
under  date  of  October  19,  1630.  appears  a  list*  of  108  persons  of 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  who  '-desired  to  l)e  made  freemen/' 
among  them  -'Edward  Gibbons  (afterward  Major-Generul).'' 

The  question  naturally  arises,  why  this  ship-yard  of  John  Moses 
was  not  mentioned  by  some  of  tlie  historians  of  the  riymouth 
Colony.  It  must  be  confe.s.sed  rhnt  this  is  somewhat  surprising, 
yet  it  should  be  remembered  that  Duxb-ury.  though  but  a  few  miles 
from.  Plymouth  across  the  bay.  was,  in  1640.  a  separate  township 
and  had  its  own  records.  "W'iusor,  in  his  ///s'/'ory  of  D>ij})iir\i, 
page  82,   savs:   '-It    is   greatlv  to  be  regretted   that   the  earliest 


*  V<»n-  curiously,  in  this  list  appears  also  llie  names  of  Henry  Woolr.ot  and  the  Bcv.  John 
U'arham,'«ho  are  meniioneU  in  connection  Willi  Joiin  Moses  ot'  Windsor  in  tho  first  paper  con- 
rprninj  him. 
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records  of  Duxburv  are  lost,.  AVe  have  evidoncc  that  they  were 
burued,  as  the  existing  records  testify —  the  tirsi  entry  on  the  leaf 
of  the  present  records  was  made  in  Jti'lG."''  It  therefore  follows 
tliat  but  for  ^h is  discovery  of  t\\Q  Li>rli/<:'ri1  ^fiMmscript  Xote  Buok, 
and  its  publication  in  1SS6,  which  so  strikingly  confirms  the  old 
time  traditions  in  the  Moses  family,  we  siiould  have  had  but  little 
actual  knowledge  of  the  shipwright  J(.'hn  Moses.  It  borders  on 
the  marvelous  Ihat  this  manuscrifft  and  Governor  Bradford's 
Manttscrijif  History  of  P?i/mo>ifh  Coloujj,  should  both  have  corne  to 
light  after  having  been  lost  for  over  two  riundred  years. 

Considering  the  record  of  the  law  suit,  the  following  deductions 
may  fairly  be  made.  That  John  Moses  probably  had  his  business 
established  at  Duxbury  as  early  as  1639.  He  must  also  have  had 
more  than  a  merely  local  reputation,  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
his  tirst  and  second  order  for  the  pinnace  apparently  came  from 
Lynn  and  Salem.  He  may  have  worked  as  a  shipwright  at  one  of 
these  towns.  Tlie  fact  that  there  is  historical  mention  c>f  Henry 
Moses,  a  mariner  (possibly  a  son),  who  married  in  Salem  ia  lti59, 
is  ci.Troborative  of  this  deduction. 

He  must  almost  inevitably  have  been  a  settled  man  of  middle 
age,  to  have  learned  his  trade  in  Englan>d.  and  to  have  been  pos- 
sessed of  wood-working  and  iron-working  tools,  some  capital,  and 
a  knowledge  of  aHEairs  to  justify  him  in  making  contracts  on  his 
own  account. 

The  fact  that  he  emploved  Thomas  Lechford,  '-the  ordv  lawver 
of  the  Colony,'"  (Massachusetts  Bay  Colony),  whose  practice  -vas  dis- 
couraged and  occasionally  stopped  by  the  Puritans,*  who  hated  him 
for  his  adherence  to  the  Church  of  En^laud,  would,  considering 
the  times,  give  a  fair  inference  that  John  Moses  did  not  .sliarc  in 
the  Puritan  disLke  of  Lechford  or  of  his  religious  views.  A  read- 
ing of  Lechford's  book  will  coniirm  this  inference. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  pai>ers  presr'nted  to  the  court  or  in  any 
records  iiow  extant  to  shuw  exactly  where  the  John  Moses  ship- 
yard was  located.  From  the  local  histories,  it  seems  extremely 
probable  that  he  must  have  bought  or  rented  from  one  of  the 
original  proprietors,  perhaps  from  I'hilip  Delano,  mentioned  in  the 
lawsuit,  whose   land  in  Duxbury  we  find  described  in  t'lyiuoafh 


•LecliforU'3  Note  Book.  — "  Uuarter  Court  — 7th  mo.  Ifi39.  — Mr.  Thomas  Lechford  is  lie- 
barred  from  pteadins  any  mans  c;iiise  iiiili.-sa  his  own  and  •idiiioiiisbed  not  to  pifsiiiiie  to 
meddle  beyond  wh-it  he  shall  be  cilicd  by  the  Oiurt."

In  TTl''.--vy'.i'  IF' -ion/  of  DHxhurn  a  reference  is  made  to  Raljih 
ChapmaJ.  another  ship  carpent'-r,  who  niiglit  possibly  have  worked 
witli  John  Moses  on  the  pinnace,  as  it  is  ahnosr  certain  that 
assistance  must  have  been  needed  at  some  stage  of  the  "work. 
Chapman  is  mentioned  as  early  as  1040,  when  he  had  a  grant  of 
"4  acres  at  Sroney  Brook.'"  and  also,  '-more  land  to  the  north, 
towards  Green's  Harbor."  John  Josselyn,  in  his  ^'■Account  of  Ta-o 
Voijagefi  to  Xew  Enghind  in  fhe  Y-^ar  16S8J'  states  that  there  is 
"  excellent  timber  for  shipping  at  Green's  Harbor  to  eastward  of 
riynouth."  So  far  as  appears  from  the  reconls  of  PI\TQouth 
Colony,  their  only  shipwrights,  up  to  the  year  1060.  may  have  been 
John  Moses  and  Ralph  Chapman.  It  is  highly  probable  that  John 
Mosrs  did  not  come  to  Xew  England  to  escape  religious  persecu- 
tion, btit  rather  to  fill  a  demand  for  men  who  could  build  ships. 
It  is  certain  that  as  far  back  as  the  time  of  this  lawsuit  the  ship- 
building industry  was  a  prominent  one  in  New  England,  and  that 
for  several  years  previously  it  had  bee  a  largely  carried  on  by  tlie 
Massachtisetts  Bay  Colony,  a  very  short  distance  to  the  north  of 
Plymouth.  If  John  Moses  came  to  this  cotmtry  as  far  back  as 
1630  or  1632.  it  is  in  every  way  probable  that  he  worked  at  the 
ship-yards  of  L\-nn  or  Salem  or  other  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
ports,  before  going  to  Plymoutli;  and  this  would  further  appear 
from  the  fact  that  little  ship-building  was  cai-ried  on.  at  Plymouth, 
and  that  no  mention  is  made  of  the  sending  over  of  John  ^[oses  or 
Ralph  Chapman  in  the  voluminous  correspondence  of  the  English 
Council,  or  of  the  partners  in  the  Plymouth  Colony  Adventure. 

Extended  quotations  are  given  ]>elow.  showing  the  premises  upon 
which  the  writer  has  based  his  inferences  above  stated. 

Vol.  III.  p.  160,  with  reference 
to  Ph-mouth  Colony:  —  "In  1624  the  ship-carpenter  Winslow 
died."

"With  reference  to  Ma.s.sachusetts  Bay  Colony: — R'XoixU  of 
J/"rt  •:>'.,  Vol.  I,  p.  30 1.  In  letter  of  Council  in  England  to  the  Gov- 
ernor in  Mass..  A[>ril  17.  1629.  •' \V(j  have  sent  six  shipwrights  of 
wliom  R'jbert  Moi(lTi>n  is  cliief." 

Chronicles  ui  tlie  First  Planters  id"  Xew  England  by  Yo'ing:  In

"  He  has  made  inquiries  respecting'  the  ship-carpenters,  3Ir.  Winthrop 
the  Governor  has  with  him  in  New  England.  There  is  "Will  Stephens,  who 
built  the  B-fjiil  ^Ftrchnitoi  600  tons,  so  able  a  shipwright  as  there  is 
hardly  another  such  to  be  found  in  the  kingdom,  and  two  or  three  others. 
.     .     .     .     The  plantation  will  next  year  buUd  .ships  of  any  bunlcn." 

From  Lechford's  Xotf-lK>oh,  from  notes  in  relation  to  a  lawsitit  — 

'■  Xeheniiah  Bourne  was  a  Charlostown  .-hip-builder  ^1639).  lie  also 
lived  at  Dorche.-ter  for  some  time,  and  a  year  or  two  after  he  moved  to 
Bo<tr)n." 

In  siirne  ca-e  —  !N'<.ite  :. —  "  Thomas  Hawkins  was  a  shipwright,  also  a 
merchant  and  \KWt  owner  of  many  vessels,  ow-ned  laud  in  Charlestown 
and  lived  in  Dorchester  and  Boston.' 

Page  2.>j  : —  "  IIa>-ard  may  have  been  the  ship-carpenter  of  Boston  — 
(4-16-16-Ut)." 

Page  270  :  —  "  The  account  of  Thomas. Robinson  (onccrnir.i-  particulars 
between  him  and  John  Swiuforth  ship-carpenter  interested  ii;  one  bark 
called  the  .'-/He'/'r//^  — (.>-29-lG40;." 

Page  3j0:  —  "  "Walter  Merry  Avas  a  .shipwright  having  his  sh'!>yard  and 
wharf  at  the  point  bearing  his  uan;e  just  to  the  north  of  Gallups  Point  — 
(10-2-lWO)." 

From  Ph/moH'h  Record-,  pui-Hsled  1S80.  (township,  n<A  Colonial, 
record.<),  i quotation  is  made  a.s  follows: 

•'  At  a  towne  meeting  the  10  of  Desem.  1646.  It  was  agreed  that  whoso 
ever  corns  ni.(t  tu  ye  towne  meeting  being  tliereunt<>  wanu-d  at  ye  tiu\e 
app(>ynf('d'«.iiall  fnrtite  to  ye  t.i\An<  u-e  for  every  i-huch  defaiie  12d.  e.\ept 
he  have  a  sufficient  and  lawful!  ex'cuse.' 
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In  \.h<?  list  (jf  77  person « which  follows  is  t!io  nanio  "  Tohti  Moses.'' 

In  the  sanip  vohune,  at  a  date  in  lGt7.  appears  a  list  (which  is 
unexplaiutgl)  of  72  persons:  10  of  the  names  are  marked  -'absent." 
—  among  the  absentees —  •' Ji.-hn  ^^oses." 

From  the  foregoing  it  may  l)e  assumed  that  the  sliipwright  had 
taken  up  his  domicil  in  Plymouth  at  some  time  previous  to  164G. 

A  <^areful  e.Kaininatiou  of  the  volume  just  quoted,  covering  ail 
township  proceedings  from  1630  to  170.3,  will  almost  inevitably 
lead  to  the  conclusion  that  John  Moses  must  have  carried  on  his 
occupation  outsi'le  the  township  proper  of  Plymouth  —  perhaps 
across  the  bay  at  Duxbury.  or  Green's  Harbor.  In  Plymouth  town- 
ship records  are  found  grants  of  land  to  numerous  inhabitants; 
also  on  pages  116  to  118  are  enumerate'?  ta-^ces  against  every  per- 
son haWng  a  trade  or  occupation,  with  no  mention  of  "John 
Moses."  Xor  is  there  a  mention  of  'iny  ship  or  boat  builder  in  all 
of  the  minute  proceedings  recorded  during  the  period  named. 

In  the  same  volume  appears  a  li.st  whicli  is  apparently  under 
date  of  16*18.  and  has  this  heading:  "The  names  of  such  as  have 
voated  in  Towue  meeting  in  the  Towne  of  Plymouth."  Xinety- 
eight  names  are  given,  among  them,  "John  Moses." 

Somewhat  strangely,  under  date  of  February  1.5,  166S,  appears 
the  following: 

"The  towue  .  .  .  took  an  exact  view  of  the  list  of  the  names  of  those 
that  were  formerly  called  and  h;ul  V(jatecl  in  Town  meeting  and  established 
sucl»as  were  found  robe  Towusnien  according  tr,  said  oulcr  and  admitted 
some  few  more  unto  them  and  Referred  others  to  I'urtlier  consideration. 
Tlic  names  of  those  who  were  found  to  be  Townsmen  of  Plymouth  accord- 
ing to  the  abovesaid  order  whicli  R<'lates  unto  the  time  of  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Towne  of  Plymouth  and  the  bounds  thereof  seti  by  the  court 
which  was  in  tiie  yeare  1640." 

Then  follows  68  names,  John  Moses  not  amonic  them. 

In  an  unconnected  list  of  townsmen  of  the  date  of  ^lay,  1G76. 
are  82  names,  and  among  tliem  "John  Moses." 

In  the  preface  to  the  volume  it  is  stated  that  in  some  instances 
"entries  have  not  been  made  in  chronological  order;"  .  .  that  in 
"some  instances  sheets  were  probably  copied  and  entered  wherever 
in  any  part  of  the  original  volume  tliere  was  sufficient  blank 
space." 

Turnini?  now  to  the  Colony  Rtcord.i  of  PiijniDuth,  in  12  large 
volumes,  by  Siiurtieif  and  Pulsifer,  we  liud  in  Vol.  Ill,  in  the  "  pre- 
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scntments  l^y  the  Court,"  under  daro  of  Oct.  5.  inr.'J:  -  \Cc  prfr'sent 
James  Cole  oi  Flyiriouth,  I'or  enteriaining  towusmeu  in  his  liouse 
contraiy  to  tJie  order  of  the  Court." 

"T\'e  present  Thomas  Clarke  and  Jolm  Moses  of  Plymouth,  for 
s-aying  and  drinking  at  James  Coles'  contrary  to  the  order  of  the 
Court/' 

A  verdict  of  ••acquittal"  was  rendered  on  hoth  presentments. 
From  which  we  infer  that  our  shipwright  was  of  a  somewhat 
convi^^al  turn,  and  was  perhaps  not  gtrictlv  a  Puritan. 

On  page  30  of  same  vulume  it  is  stated  tliat  at  a  term  of  the 
General  Court,  on  June  7,  IG.'.S,  "Surveyors  of  the  Hiewaies" 
were  appointed  for  Duxborough,  Plyniouth,  and  other  towns,  — 
three  suri^eyors  for  each  town,  and  that  the  surveyors  for  Phinouth 
were;  '•  John  Moses,  Christopher  Winter,  and  Thonias  Morton." 

In  Phjmouth  Cuhyny  Rtcorth.  Vol.  YIII.  p.  181.  is  mentioned: 
'•'  Such  of  the  towne  of  Plymouth  as  have  taken  the  oath  of  Fideli- 
tiein  the  yeare  10.")7  "' — To  persons,  — among  them  '-John  Moses." 

According  to  TI7;/.s^>/->  Histonj  of  Duxhunj  he  must  have  become 
a  member  of  one  of  the  churches  of  the  Colony  in  order  to  have 
been  admitted  a  freeman.  •' Lechford's  Plain  DuoJinrj."  page  8.3: 
''  Every  freeman  when  ]\e  is  admitted  takes  a  strict  oath  to  be  true 
to  the  society  or  jurisdiction.'' 

Quite  possibly  this  -taking  of  the  oath"  was  in  some  way  con- 
nected with  a  new  policy  adopted  by  the  Fl\-mouth  Colony  in  1657. 
Commencing  with  that  year,  and  continuing  for  se\-eral  years, 
fines  were  imposed  -'for  refusing  to  take  the  oath  of  fidelitie." 
The  PJ'jmonfh  Colony  RucorJs  show  that  in  two  years,  1G5S  to  l<3t"'>0, 
forty-eight  persons  were  lined  for  this  refusal,  tlie  most  of  them 
10  pounds  each.  Vol.  VIII.  p.  0.5:  '-For  al»senting  themselves 
from  the  public  v.-orship  of  God "'  twelve  persons  were  on  March 
1,  1658,  fined  10  shillings  each. 

In  Vol.  III.  p.  106.  of  the  PJi) mouth  Cnlnny  P' cords,  is  g'ven  tlie 
verdict,  on  July  15,  1060,  of  a  jury  -'conserning  the  sudden  death 
of  James  Pierse  of  Boston,  late  deceased."  The  verdict  rendered 
was,  that  ••  he  vcas  struck  by  thunder  and  liuhtning  in  a  boate  in 
Plymouth  Harbor."  ''John  Moses"  was  one  of  the  twelve  jury- 
men. 

The  changed  condition  of  John  Muses"  church  relations  does  not 
appear  to. have  greatly  moditied  his  social  tendencies.  Page  2"22 
recites  that  on  June  10.  1661,  -Gvles  Packard.  Senior,  for  suffer- 
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ing  men  to  drink  in  his  house,  fyned  10  .shillings.  Jt>hn  Moses, 
for  heing  drunke  the  second  time,  fined  10  shilIino;^^." 

As  the  ^lost  trifling  oSences  were  carefully  noted  in  the  Plymouth 
Colony  Recorrh,  and  as  the  old  shipwriglit  appears  lint  twice  before 
the  court,  we  must  conclude  that  his  lapses  were  not  frequent. 

The  last  mention  in  the  Colony  Records  of  John  Moses  of  Ply- 
mouth, con\es  to  us  from  page  223  of  the  same  volume,  where  he 
appears  on  July  23,  IGGl,  to  have  been  "summoned  by  !Mr.  John 
Alden,  Assistant  to  the  Governor,  as  the  foreman  of  a  jury  of 
twelve  men  '  concerning  the  su<iden  death  of  John  Bond  of 
Plymouth.'  " 

Volume  ^'III  of  the  PlymovJli  Cdovy  Rccor<h  is  principallv 
filled  with  lists  of  births  and  marriages.  Very  few  deaths  appear. 
There  is  no  record  of  the  deatli  of  John  Mose?;,  or  of  births 
of  children  bearing  the  name  of  Moses,  from  which  it  is  evident 
that  John  Moses  had  no  chiWren  after  his  settlement  in  Plymouth 
Colony,  which  appears  to  have  Ijeea  at  some  time  prior  to  IGiO.

CHAPTER  II. 


A  CONNECTING  CHAPTER  OF  HISTORY. 

It  is  a  part  of  tlio  plan  of  this  little  work  to  give  to  tlie  founders 
of  tlie  xJw  Engian.T  families  of  the  :S[oses  name  an  environment  of 
history  that  v:i\\  fit  into,  and  wiih,  the  fe^v  p.rrsonal  items  that  can 
1)6  gleaned  from  the  records. 

It  is  stated  in  the  opening  sentence  of  PhcJps'  Ilislorij  of  Slmshury 
that  '-most  of  the  inhabitants  of  T^'indsor  left  England  in  1030, 
resided  in  Dorchester  until  1635,  from  whence  they  moved  to 
"Windsor."' 

A  very  detailed  Iiistory  of  Dorchester  has  been  piihlished  by  the 
Antiqtiarian  Society  of  the  town,  in  which  probably  more  than  a 
thonsand  names  are  given  of  early  settlers,  including  most  of  those 
found  afterward  in  AVindsor;  but  nowhere  is  mention  made  of 
John  Moses.  MaWmc  Gmnf.s  R'xord,  made  in  1'3T7.  published  in 
appendix  of  Stiks  History  of  Wuvhnr,  is  also  strong  evidonee  that 
John  M^ses  did  not  come  from  Dr-rchester.  It  woidd  th^-refore 
seem  to  follow  that  the  town  of  Windsor  must  have  had  other 
settlers.     Let  us  see. 

Both  Stiles  and  Brown,  in  their  pulilished  histories,  give 
Plvmouth,  and  even  Maytlower  ancestry  to  the  Brown  family  of 
Windsor,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  think  that  others  of  the 
early  settlers  on  the  Connecticut  were  from  Tlymouth.  The  Rev. 
Nathaniel  Chauncey,  the  "  colleague "'  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Warham, 
was  ''born  in  Plymouth  about  1639.' 

From  Prince,  page  433,  under  date  of  1033,  is  quoted:  '-Those 
of  Plymouth  are  the  first  English  tliat  both  discovered  this  place 
and  built  the  same.  ...  We  have  a  great  new  'oarlc  and  a 
frame  of  a  house  with  boards,  nails,  etc.,  really  .  .  .  coming 
to  our  place  since  called  Windsor."' 

From  Governor  Brad L.jrds  Wst-j'-y  r,f  Phin,oaHi:  '-On  the  Sih 
of  June,  lti33,  the  Dutch  completed  a  fort  named  the  '  Good  Hope ' 
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a]«oiit  t!:0  y'.ace  of  iho  pre?ent  town  of  Hartford."     On  passing  tiie 
fort  wirli  the  bark,  BradLV-rd  goes  on  to  rotate  that  — 

"  TL'e  Durcli  (leiiian.jcd  ^vhat  tlicy  intruded."  ....  "They  bid 
them  stril^.'  trnd  stay  or  ol.se  they  would  .slioot  them,  and  stood  by  thoir 
ordmuite  ready  litted.'  "  They  answered  tiiey  had  commissiou  from  ye 
Gov.  of  Plimoia  to  goe  up  ye  river  to  such  a  plao?,  and  if  they  did  shoote 
they  must  obey  their  order,  and  proceede<l."  .  .  .  Coming  to  their 
place  (on  the  site  of  the  present  town  of  "Windsor)  "ihey  olapt  up  their 
Louse  quickly,""     .     .     .     "  and  palisadoed  tlieir  house  aboiite." 

Fr.'m  B"rlt:r'.9  Connecticut  Ilishirical  Ojllectt-m,  page  124: 

'■  Plymouth  House  —  This  house  stood  about  two  miles  southeast  of  the 
1st  Cougre-zational  Church,  on  the  river  bank,  about  twenty  mds  from  a 
poiut  of  land  extending  down  the  river  near  the  western  shore.  It  was  at 
the  place  that  the  Farmiugtou  or  ^Vindsor  river  entered  the  Connecticut. 
The  mouth  of  the  river  is  now  about  00  ro<ls  above.  The  meadow  lyhii: 
in  the  viciidiy  of  where  the  house  stood  is  now  called  Plymouth  :Meado^\-! 
.  .  .  .'■■  1634.  "A  party  of  70  men.  Dutch,  under  arms  with  banners 
displayed,  assaulted  the  Plymouth  Ilotise.  but  they  found  it  so  well  forti- 
tied,  and  the  men  who  k'^|tt  it  so  vigilant  and  dctermioed,  that  ir  could 
not  be  taken  without  bloodshed.  They  therefore  came  to  a  parley,  and 
finally  returned  in  i>eace." 

From  Doyle,  •'  The  Enrjli.sh  in  Amcj-ica,''  page  207: 

"  In  .July.  lt)3.j,  Bradford  received  a  letter  from  .Jonathan  Brewster, 
who  was  at  the  head  of  the  Plymouth  settlers  on  the  Connecticut,  telling 
of  the  intrusion"  (of  the  3Iassachusetts  Bay  settlers).  "  He  would  not 
appareutly  have  objected  to  the  occupation  of  vacant  territory  by  the  new 
co*crs,  but  they  Ijad  specially  set  their  aftections  on  the  very  spot  which 
the  Plymouth  Government  had  bought  from  the  ^Mohicans,  and  had  held 
so  manfully  against  the  Dutch.  The  ditliculty,  it  is  clear,  was  mainly 
caus'*d  by  the  emigrants  from  Dorchester.  " 

I'rorn  Joriathan  Brewster's  letter  is  also  quoted: 

"  It  was  your  will  we  should  use  their  persons  and  messenger  kindlv, 
&  so  we  have  done  <k  do  daily  to  your  great  charge,  for  the  first  com- 
patiy  liad  well  nigh  starved,  had  it  not  been  for  this  house,  for  want  of 
victuals." 

^^e  quote  again  from  TJoyle: 

•  .  .  .  "  The  emiirrants  from  Plymouth  protested  against  the  aggres- 
sion. They  finally  accepted  a  com  promise.  Tiiey  w<M-e  to  retain  tlieir 
hoiixj,  with  two  parcels  of  land,  making  l/Ki  of  the  tract  purcli;(<ctl  fr.)ni 
the  Indians.     For  the  rest  ihey  were  to  be  compensiited." 
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Bradt'ord  states.  ''Bat  the  unkinJ!a\ss  wai;  not  soon  forgotten:" 
and  on  page  348: 

"This  yeare  Q63()i  trro  shallops  goiii^  to  Coouigtecutt  with  goods  from 
ye  Massachusc'tts  of  such  as  remored  hither  to  plant,  were  cast  away;  . 
.  .  .  afterwanls  another  boate  of  theirs  going  tliither,  likewise  was 
cast  away,  and  such  goods  as  came  ashore  were  preserved  for  them.  Such 
crosses  they  mette  with  in  Ihoir  beginnings  wliich  some  imputed  as  a  cor- 
reciion  from  God  for  their  intnitiim  (to  ye  Avroiig  of  others  into  yc  place). 
But  I  dare  not  be  bould  witli  Gotls  judgments  in  this  kind." 

Doyle,  in  his  "  En'jh'sh  in  America,"  states  that  in  "1636" 
"  Fresh  outrages  by  the  Indians  had  been  committed  on  the  Con- 
necticut and  on  a  trading  vessel  from  Plymouth."' 

Enough  has  been  quoted  in  the  foregoing- to  serve  the  purposes 
of  this  chapter,  whicli  is  to  show,  that  although  'U^indsor  may  be 
said  to  have  been  settled  from  Dorchester,  still  it  had  some  years 
previously  been  visited  by  pioneers  from  the  more  adventuresome 
Plymouth  Colony,  who  had  made  a  footliold  if  not  a  permanent 
lodgment.  It  was  the  •■far  "West  "  of  the  Xew  England  of  1G40 
to  1650,  What  more  likely  than  that  the  young  and  hardy  .spirits 
of  Plvmouth  should  seek  their  fortune  there.

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JOHN  :moses  of  AvixnsoR  and  sim^bury. 

Juhri  Mo.ses  of  \Viiid:;or,  of  whom  the  earliest  record  is  1647, 
was  a  young  man  full  of  enterprise  and  spirit.  Apparently 
■without  relations  in  this  new  community  and  adhering  to  the 
Church  of  Encrland,  he  nevertheless  seems  to  have  not  been  with- 
out friends.  Important  duties  were  early  entrusted  to  him  in  spite 
of  his  youth  and  political  and  religious  disabilities, —  and  from  the 
outset  and  all  through  his  life  he  appears  as  a  negotiator  between 
the  colonists  and  the  warlike  tribes  of  Indians  immediately  around 
them.  The  Plymouth  Colony  was  peculiarly  a  tra<Iiug  and  adven- 
turesome community,  constantly  pushing  in  all  directions  for  traffic 
with  the  Indians,  and  it  is  likely  that  young  John  may  have  gone 
to  Windsor  in  search  of  ship  stores  or  in  some  way  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  his  fathers  ship-building  interests.  He  appears  first 
in  a  business  way  as  an  agent  or  assO(nate  of  John  Griffin,  the 
pioneer  of  Massacoe.  aiterwards  Simsbury. 

In  the  town  records  of  Windsor  is  recorded  the  first  Indian 
deed  of  the  lands  of  Simsbury,  aiterward  ratifieti  by  fuller  deeds 
and  tovering  about  lOU  square  miles.      It  reads  as  follows: 

"  Tliese  present  writing  shows  that  we  Pacatoco  and  Pamatacount  and 
YouQiicowet.  Indians  and  owners  of  3[assaco  Friends  to  him  that  burnt 
John  (n-ifiins  picth  and  tarre  — We  doe  hereby  declare  our  unability  to 
make  satistactioii  for  the  said  lo.-^ses  any  way  but  by  tlie  giving  up  our 
right  in  tliu  huid  at  Massaco  unto  the  said  John  GrilUn;  and  in  regard  the 
said  offender  bf;ing  resigned  and  delivered  up  now  to  us,  and  fully 
acquitted  for  all  his  iniscariag  to  the  said  John  Griilin. 

"  Wee  the  aforesaid  Intlian.s  doe  hereby  pn-misr-  ti:»  come,  at  any  time  r)r 
times  to  Coart  or  Coarts  to  passe  over  all  our  rights  in  all  our  lan<ls  at 
Massaco.  only  the  named  Indians  do  reserve  two  acres  of  land  and  will 
tlicnisi.lve;.  fence  it  in  and  niainti.ine  it ;  —  And  what  writing  John  Griilin 
shall  cau.^e  to  l>e  made,  all  we  the  .iforesaid  luilians  do  pronuss  to  contirm 
it  by  OUT  hand  and  sealls  freely  set  thereto  as  we  have  eome  to  this  present 
writing  this  ^^th  June  UUS. 
witiio>s  hi-reunro  The  sign  of  Pacatoco 

.l<;IiX   M(^>bS  Tlie  sign  of  Pamatacount 

<;i:> >K<;i-:  .\r>i;br  Tiie  sign  of  Votuigeowft " 
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For  a  lull  ;ic>-ounr  oi  itii-s  dcvd  and  suK-:«'quoJ.jr  rat ilkar ions,  see 
the  Ilisfury  «f  Siiiifhirnj^  puhli^-lied  in  lS4."i,  Ly  Noah  A.  Plielps. 
wlioro  also  may  bo  found  furrhcr  rofc'rcnces  to  Jolm  Grittin.  On 
page  \'l:  >•  Ri  IGtS  John  Griffin  and  ^lichaol  Hianplirey  coni- 
nieucod  the  nianniactiire  of  pitch  and  tar."  Page  11:  In  lflG3, 
"A  grant  of  two  hundred  acres  was  made  by  the  (ieneral  Court  to 
John  Griiliu  in  consideration  -that  lie  was  the  tirst  that  perfected 
the  art  of  inaking  pitch  and  tar  in  t}io:=e  parts.'  This  tract  of  land 
inchiding  another  grant  made  subsequently  by  the  town  was  after- 
wards known  by  tlie  name  of  Griffin's  Lordship."  On  page  84  — 
petition  for  a.  grant,  and  as  the  third  reason,  in  the  prayer  of  the 
petitionerSj 

'"Also  for  our  encourngcment  in  rai>iiug  tar  and  turpentine  for  the  .sup- 
ply for  his  Majesty's  naval  .stores,  and  our  only  valuable  commodity  in 
foreign  parts."  Page  sO  :  —  "  The  manufacture  of  pitch  and  tar  was  com- 
menced :ui(l  carried  on  at  this  place  by  John  Griilia  and  Michael 
Humphrey  then  of  "Windsor,  thouirh  subsi-queutly  both  of  them  became 
iuha])iTarits  of  this  town.  At  tirst,  they  had  a  partner  of  tJie  name  of  John 
Tinker,  who  afterwards  settled  as  a  merchant  at  Xew  London.  These 
articles  being-  in  great  demand  for  the  uses  of  the  British  Xavy,  as  well  as 
for  ship-buikling  generally,  commanded  a  ready  .»ale  at  high  prices  and 
were  nearly  the  only  ones  allowed  by  England  to  be  exported." 

Stiles  speaks  of  ••John  Tmker."  <.ne  of  the  partners,  as  of  "  Bos- 
ton in  1G54."'  Pitch  and  tar  would  naturally  have  been  marketed 
at  Boston.  Plymouth,  and  Salem. 

If  \\^  now  go  luick  to  the  record  of  the  lawsuit  in  which  John 
Moses,  the  shij>wright  of  t'lymouth,  was  plaintiff,  we  find  that  he 
had  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  sufficient  supply  of  '-pitch  and 
oakum.''  The  trading  voyages  between  Plymouth  and  Windsor 
and  bighly  probalde  dealings  between  the  shipwright  and  the 
manufacturers  of  -'pitch  and  tarre,"  would  easily  explain  the  asso- 
ciation of  young  John  Moses  with  Griffin  or  with  Tinker,  the 
Boston  partner. 

As  to  George  Abbet.  wlio  with  Jiilm  ^Loses  procured  the  deeil 
from  the  Indians,  no  reference  to  hiui  is  made  in  records  of  Dor- 
chester. Windsor,  or  .Simsbury. 

In  I'hjmontli.  CrJouij  Rtcords,  Vol.  VII,  p.  IIS,  is  given  an 
account  for  military  stores  allowed  to  Pelig  Sand  ford  by  the  Court 
held  in  June,  lO'JS.  and  in  this  accf>unt  a[)pears  this  iti-m  :  -  I  c- 
?,  (J.-  l»')  11>.-  of  bi.ski;tt  delivered  to  John  Al)l)et  i»y  General  Cud- 
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Worth's  order."  Gi^orfje  AM^ett  does  not  a|)pear  iu  the  history  of 
the  serrlement.  and  he  may  have  come  I'rom  Plymouth  Colony. 

To  1)6  atiid-ng  the  Indians  on  the  extreme  iroutier  at  ihis  time 
required  a  st'^ut  heart  as  woU  as  tact  in  dealing  with  savages. 

Dwigut,  in  his  IJisi'n-;/  of  (.'"nntcfu-nt,  p.  113,  states  that :  "The 
Indians  of  "Windsor  were  in  a  very  hostile  state  at  this  time 
(l*U(i).  They  i.urned  a  (juantity  of  tar  and  turpentine,  rescued  by 
force  one  whom  the  otficers  had  seized,  andi  threatened  messengers 
afterward  sent  to  them." 

To  go  a  little  backward,  if  is  now  proper  to  state  that  the  very 
first  historical  mention  that  we  have  of  young  Johu  Moses,  is  found 
in  the  records  of  the  Particular  Court  at  Ilartf'.jrd,  Conn.  As 
will  be  seen  later  on,  he,  and  ]\richael  Humphrey,  already  men- 
tioned, considered  themselves  •'membei's  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land." John  Griffin  wa.*  made  a  freeman  only  by  special  action 
of  tlie  Court,  and  not  until  16 "'8. 

Even  a  mild  adherence  to  the  Church  of  England  or  Cavalier 
party,  in  those  days,  included  a  belief  in  gay  social  customs,  which 
were  abhorrent  t<>  the  strict  Puritans. 

From  the  O'l'mmT  Jif'',)rJ.<;  of  C">in^:ct/ruf.,  p.  ICO,  is  quoted  under 
date  of  March  2,  1*517.  --John  Mo.ses  aeknowlodgeth  himself  bound 
to  this  coTumouwealih  in  Recognizance  of  20  C  and  Matthew 
Allen  in  lUj£  pruided  that  he  the  said  John  Moses  appeare  at  the 
next  p  ticular  Court  an«i  keep  good  behauior  in  the  meane  tyme." 

A^iilustrating  the  oti'ennos  of  the  time  :  —  At  the  same  session 
of  the  Court.  -Edward  Chancill  for  diulgiug  misreports  agt  Hide 
is  fyned  40  s."  Also  '■  Nicholas  Gunning  for  a  miscaridge, —  beat- 
ing of  a  cow  of  Ralfe  Keelers." 

Somethini;  over  a  year  later.  June  1,  1G48,  the  case  came  up  for 
trial  anil  on  page  164.  .same  l)Ook,  we  lind  :  —  -'John  Moses  for 
miscaridges  w""  Dauid  Wilton  his  daughter  lyned  2U  shillings." 
(.)n  tlie  jurv  of  twelve  men  who  rendered  this  verdict  we  find  the 
name  of  ••  Dauid  Wihon,""  himself. 

As  will  >«e  observed  from  its  use  in  the  Gunning's  case,  and  in 
the  Indian  deed — above  mentioned  —  the  word  •'miscaridge"  was 
a  general  term  in  those  days,  corresponding  very  nearly  to  the 
[•resent  use  of  the  word  ■'  misbeliavior." 

^'ery  likely,  in  tiie  ilusli  of  youiti,  he  broke  the  following  -Blue 
L;r.v  :  "  —  (>i.r-  Laws  uf  Xew  llaveu.)  '•  Xij  man  shall  court  a 
ih.dd  in  person  or  by  letter  without  first  obtaitiing  ctjuseuc  of  her 
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pjircnt?.  r,£  penalty  for  ilie  first  ofi'enct^,  lOt-  for  t}ie  second,  and 
for  the  third.  imprisonmetiT  during  tlie  [jloasure  of  tlie  Court.'"  As 
the  young  nian^vao  lined  but  20  shillings,  we  must  conclude  that 
his  offence  was  very  trivial,  or  that  he  was  for  some  reason  treated 
with  special  consideration. 

David  Wilton  afterward  .served  in  the  same  troop  of  horse  with 
him,  and  also  sold  him  laud. 

The  association  of  Matthew  Allyn,  the  bondsman  for  John 
Closes  and  his  first  friend  of  record,  with  the  early  Plymouth 
Colonists,  is  shown  in  the  folh.nving  quotation  from  the  M'.inorinl 
History  of  Hartford  County : 

"Plymouth  House  (1633)  — Lot  -iSJ  acres  Indian  title.  The  material 
for  the  house  was  prepared  iu  Plymouth,  Mass.,  and  landed  here  Uct.  16 
(2f;),  1G33.  When  the  pioneers  from  MassacJiusetts  came  her>.'  iu  the  early 
summer  163.3.  they  were  entertauied  at  tlii.s  houst;  by  Jonathan,  son  of 
Elder  Brewster,  and  we  liml  him  liere  stil!  in  l(i;)6.  AVhcn  the  Plymouth 
Colony  sold  their  claim  to  the  Borchebter  peuj)le,  1637  (which  covered  a 
larger  tract  than  is  shown  in  the  accompauyin.if  map),  they  reserved  this 
lot  and  house  and  cenain  other  tracts  of  uplands.  These  were  sold,  163S, 
to  3Iatthew  Allen  cf  Hartford,  who  came  here  and  occupied  them. 
There  is  strong  presumptive  evidence  in  support  of  the  traditi-ai  that  Mr. 
Allen  used  the  material  of  this  house  in  the  construction  of  the  house  that 
he  built  on  the  reserved  '  acre  on  the  hill.'  " 

From  Stile="  Hi^i'^ry  of  'W'iifhor  we  learn  that  Allen  attempted  to 
evade  taxes  levied  \>\  the  tov.'u,  on  the  ground,  that  having  ptir- 
chased  ilrom  Plymouth  Colony,  the  lands  wore  not  amenable  to 
tax  of  Connecticut. 

Stiles  also  stares  that  on  May  3.  1038,  Lieutenant  T\'m.  Holmes, 
"by  povrer  uf  attorutiy,  sold  to  Matthew  Allen  of  Hartford  all  the 
lands,  hou.ses,  servants,  goods,  and  chattels  of  the  Plymouth  Com- 
pany in  the  town  of  AYiudsor." 

Somewhat  previously  to  the  date  when  he  befriended  young 
John  Closes,  Matttiew  Allen  had  his  own  troubh.'s  with  the  extrem- 
ists of  that  generation,  as  witness  the  following  quotation  from 
Xh.Q  Meiaoriul  Hist'jry  of  Hurtford  County: 

"He  was  excommur.icatcd  by  the  Church  in  Hartford,  and  June  3.  1644, 
he  appealed  to  the  General  Court  for  redress ;  the  records  d^  not  show 
how  the  affair  was  settled,  but  it  maj'  have  been  one  cause  of  his  reiuoval 
to  Winrlsor.  ZS'evertheless,  few  men  in  tln'  colony  had  more  iuHuence  or 
received  more  honors  from  the  peoplt;  ilian  Mr.  Allyn.  ' 
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The  R<co,'/.s  nf  pi,/i»o,ifh  Cn/n,i;//\'i)].  N'HT,  sUow  tiiat  a  Matthew 

Allen T\'ni.  Allen,  (who  married  Priscilla  Brown.)  and  several  of 

the  Allen  ^'aniily,  were  repeatedly  fined  for  "  attending  Quaker 
Meetino-s"  and  for  '-refusing  to  take  the  oath  of  fidelitie."  From 
Lechford"s  Xut<-:  Book,  p.  416,  we  learn  that  "Matthew  Allen,  .  .  . 
upon  the  river  of  Connecticot/"  had  a  brother,  '-Thomas  Allen."' 
in  Plymouth  Colony. 

It  will  be  noted  that  John  Moses  came  into  Court  early  in  1G47. 
He  had  already  been  in  the  Colony  long  enough  to  make  ac- 
quaintances and  friends.  Later  on  lie  is  remembered  by  one  of 
his  friends  in  a  will,  which  appears  from  TrumbuH's  Colnuinl  R>icor<l<. 
to  have  been  one  of  the  earlie.st  recorded  in  the  Colony.  It  was 
dated  October  17.  1046,  and  reads  as  follows: 

"  The  tcst-anient  of  E«hvanl  Cbfilkv/ell.  Imp.  I  doe  beciuoathe  vuto 
>^ich()lus  Sensiori  my  gimuaud  sword  and  bandaleers  and  best  batt  and  40 
sbilliuirs.  Item  to  John  .Mo>;os,  my  best  siUe  tmd  coal  and  stockhigs  and 
shoes. ^  Item  to  Air.  Warliam.  40  or  50  Khillinirs  aocordinir  as  my  jroods 
doe  hold  oute  after  my  deljts  be  paid.  Item  to  George  Phelps,  3  pounds 
and  if  anything  be  i.-ft  I  give  it  to  the  poor  of  the  Church  and  I  doe 
make  George  Phelps  executor  of  this  my  will  and  testament.  Witnes.^es 
Henry  Woolcott.  ZS^icholas  Seusiou." 

The  inventory  of  the  property  shows  tliat  his  •'  coate,  jacketr, 
and  l>reeches'"  were  3£  out  of  a  total  of  13  £  7s.  Sd. 

Of  the  parties  mentioned  in  the  trial  and  in  the  will,  four  of 
tliem,  Matthew  AUyn,  John  Moses.  George  Phelps,  and  Henry 
"U'ofcoit,  are  found  previous  to  1650,  as  owners  of  town  lots  close 
adjoining  each  other,  and  on  the.  old  Plymouth  Colony  property. 
Proceeding  in  chronological  order,  we  next  hear  of  John  Moses 
in  a  deed  dated  May  1,  104;'.  and  recorded  in  the  ^'indsor  To\r)i 
Records,  Vol.  I,  p.  120.     The  record  reads: 

"John  ]\Ioses  hath  purcliasod  of  Owen  Tudor  Ids  house  orcliard  and 
liome  lot  and  liopyard  wiili  all  the  appurtenances  lying  on  the  East  .side 
of  The  biirbway.  bein^:  2  acres  more  or  less  in  length  from  tlie  bound.<  of 
Plimoulh  ^leadow  East  tlirough  the  swamp  to  the  upland  west  as  it 
Lyes.  bo\uided  North  by  the  land  of  Mattliew  Aliyn,  .Soutli  by  the  land  of 
Ambrose  Fowler  in  part  and  Henry  Wolcott  the  Elder  the  resiilue.  and 
by  the  lands  of  James  Loonvis  the  Elder  West.  East  by  Pliiaoth  .Meadow 
also  20  acres  in  the  woods  bounded  North  by  the  land  of  Thomas  Ford, 
Every  nay  else  by  the  Conuuon." 

Por  a  better  understanding  of  this  first  purchase  of  John  Moses, 
a  eopy  in  part  of  tlie  map  ot'  Windsor,  IG.'JiJ  to  1G50,  is  here 
reproduced.

If  this  man*  was  intended  to  show- the  actual. owners  of  lots  in 
16.';0.  rlit.-ii  the  uaiQe  of  John  .NIom'S  should  havo  appeared  thereon 
in  place  of  Wyatt.  Owen  Tudor  must  Imve  sold  the  same  year  he 
bought,  at  it  appears  from  the  ILiriford  County  Memorial  Hisfonj  ■ 
that  "he  (Tudor;  bought  the  John  Wvatt  place  l(i49."  The  same 
historv  mentions  that  "  Jolui  "^Vyatt  only  appears  on  record  when 
his  lot  of  two  acres  was  soLi  to  Owen  Tudor.  liU9."  Plymouth 
R^icnrrtx  i_'ive  a  Lieut.  James  ^Vyatt  as  a  freeman  of  Taunton  in 
that  Colony  in  1G43.  The  name  is  unusual, -and  it  may  be  that 
John  TVyatt  was  a  relative. 

It  vriA  be  noticed  that  the  'hou.se  purchased  by  John  ^Eoses  in 
1G40  is  the  nearest  to  the  old  Plymouth  House,  and  following  the 
southern  boundary  in  the  description,  we  find  that  it  must  have 
come  within  a  few  rods  of  the  fir.st  English  house  and  fortification 
in  Connecticut,  built  by  the  Plymouth  Colony  in  1(.;;;3. 

After  the  purcha.se  of  the  Wyatt  place,  in  1649,  we  hear  nothing 
of  John  M«:.ses  for  more  than  two  years.  He  may  have  been  with 
John  Griffin  making  and  selling  ••  pitch  and  tarre."  It  is  unlikely 
that  he.  .'i  voung  nian,  was  permitted  to  live  in  the  house  he  ha<l 
bought,  for  the  town  records  show  that: 

••  Dec.  1.  U;.3I,  John  Moses  had  allowance  to  sojourn  with  Simon 
Miller  in  his  house'."' 

The  //■'/,-/,-;„■./  rv,;/,)///  M^^niorinJ  H'sf.rrij  mcTitions,  in  connection 
with  this  entry  that,  in  1G3T,  the  General  Couir  t'nacted  that, 

"r^'>  youncr  man  that  is  neitheriiiiu-rie'l  nor  bath  any  servant  and  be  noe 
piiblick  utncL-r  shall'keoi*  bouse  by  himself  without  con.sent  of  the  Town 
where  be  lives  lirst  had,  unrler  pain  of  20  shillings  per  week." 

"]S^o  Master  of  a  family  sball  ^dvo.  Ilabharion  or  entertainment  to  any 
Toun^  man  To  sojourn  in  bis  family  but  by  the  allowance  of  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  tlie  Said  Town  wLltc  be  dwells,  under  tbe  like  Penalty  of  20  shil- 
lings per  "Week." 

The  same  history  gives  other  instances  sliowing  the  watchful 
guardianship  of  the  town  autliorities. 

"Sept.  13.  If>'i2,  —  It  is  assented  tbat  Isaac  Sbeklen  and  Samuel  Rock- 
well shall  keep  bouse  togetber  in  tbe  house  tbat  is  Isaacs,  so  they  carry 
themselves  S(..berlyand  do  not  enrertain  idle  persons  to  tbe  evil  expense  of 
tune  by  niirbt  or  day."  Also  tbat,  "John  Bennet  sboidd  be  entertained 
by  William  llayilen  in  bis  family."

.  John  iloses  havintc  been  rj^nartered  in  the  hoii.=e  of  Simon  Miller, 
we  hear  nothing  fnrtlier  of  him  itnti^.  tl;e  larter  part  of  I'lJL'.  when 
he  again  appears  before  the  Farticuhir  Cotirt  (see  M'n,i,.<<r,ipt  Rfc- 
oi-Js,  Vol.  II,  at  ofEce  of  Secretary  of  State,  Hartfoni).  "Sept.  7, 
1G.32,  In  action  between  Job  Drake  pit.  and  John  ]Moses  Defdt.  . 
.  .  Jiu-y  find  for  Defdt.  —  Cost.s  of  Court."' 

"Deo.  »3,  1G.32.  Owen  Tudor  [)U.  Contra  John  iloses  Dfdt.  in  au 
action  of  slander  to  the  damage  2  £.  ,  .  .  Jury  find  for 
plaintiil." 

Tlie  marrriage  of  John  ^los.  s  is  thus  entoicd  in  tlie  Windsor 
Church  record: 

"JoHX  MosK.s  .m.a.rhie:d  Map.y  Browx.  May  18,   lbj;j."' 

The  writer  lias  ir:ade  careful  searcii.  and  does  not  fiuil  the  name 
of  Brown  among  the  early  settlers  of  '^Hndsor  or  adjoining  towns, 
excepting,  however,  Peter  Bn^wn  of  "Windsor,  whoso  first  child. 
Mary  Brown,  was  born  ^May  2.  l»i.;'9.  Stiles,  Phelps,  and  Brown,  in 
their  respective  histories,  so  frequently  referred  to  in  these  pages, 
all  mention  the  Peter  Brown  family  of  Windsor  as  of  Mayflower 
desceuf. 

After  his  niarriage,  JoJm  Closes  may  have  commenced  house- 
keeping in  the  "Wyatt  House,  purchased  from  Tudor  in  UUO,  or. 
if  Stiles  is  correct,  he  may  have  lived  on  his  other  |u-operty  in  the 
immediate  neigh liorhood.  We  read  in  Hishn/  of  WunJ-^oi;  p.  i:}(): 
"  John  Moses  bought  a  part  of  Joseph  Loo'mis'  home  lot  on  the 
west,  opposite  side  of  the  highway,  and  sold  it  in  .Vpril,  lti.3o,  to 
Nathaniel  Loomis." 

In  the  manuscript  records  of  the  town  oi  Windsor.  Book  I  of- 
Deeds,  the  writer  found  entered  under  dare  of  July  f).  IG.'ifJ,  sev- 
eral parcels  of  real  estate,  and  on  the  margin  of  the  record  the 
disposition  ma^le  of  the  properties  after  the  death  of  John  Moses. 
These  entries  are:  "July  9,  IC.'fi.  J.  hu  Moses  has  r-urdiased  of 
Thos.  Basoom  his  dwelling  lious(?  an<l  liome  lot  and  n^  acres, 
more   o'r   les.<5:   also  one  p;uro\   of   of   acres;    also   one   parcel   f 
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of  an  :icrp  (;U>prw:ird  sold  to  Xi<;liMla.s  ?alr:ior);  also  xvoo'lland 
(afterwards  sold  to  Sanil.  Faruswonh):  also  lnUting  against  the 
lower  eud  of  Long  Meadow.  32  acres;  also  in  the  2''  or  Long 
Meadow,  4  acres  of  meadow  (afterward  made  over  to  Timothy 
Moses).  Jolm  Moses  has  by  purchase  of  Richard  Sexton  2|- 
acres  of  L<:.ng  Meadow  —  (To  Timothy).  John  Moses  has  pur- 
chased of  Walter  Lee  his  home  lot.  10  acres,  in  Windsor— (To 
Timothy)." 

Pao-e  12.'>.  Dec.  .">!.  l<5iJ0.  —  ••  John  Moses  hath  purchased  of 
George  Phelps  a  parcel  lying  north  of  the  fence  of  Pl}-mouth 
Meadow  —  eight  acres,  more  or  less." 

From  these,  and  similar  holdings  acquired  at  suhsequent  dates; 
from  town  proceedings;  from  his  death  at  TTin-lsor  and  probate  of. 
his  estate:  it  is  evident  that  the  principal  residence  of  John  Moses 
Wc;s  in  Windsor,  and  that  his  resideiice  and  operations  in  Sims- 
l)urv  were  made  tor  business  purposes,  and  perhaps  for  tlie  sake  of 
establishinir  his  eldest  son.' 

He  was  of  a  bold  and  adventurous  spirit,  and  four  years  after  his 
nuTrria^e  we  tind  him  enrolli  '1  under  ihe  then  hero  and  idol  of 
New  England,  Capt.  John  Mason  of  Windsor. 

In  the  town  acts,  Marcli  11,  1B.>7-S.  —  >' A  troop  of  30  horse, 
the  tir^t  in  the  Colony,  was  organized  l»y  the  general  Court  and 
placed  under  tiie  command  of  Capt.  John  Mason."  In  the  list  of 
troopers  are  17  Windsor  names,  and  among  them  "John  Moses." 

It  U'ill  be  ini-.sr  convenient  in  the  remainder  of  tliis  sketcli  to 
write  of  John  Moses'  in  connection  with  leading  characteristics  of 
his  life,  and  without  reference  to  the  chronological  order  of  events. 
As  a  soldier  he  was  for  years  subject  to  constant  calls  from  other 
occupatiinis  to  repress,  and  at  times  to  fight  the  Indians,  who,  in 
the  immediate  neighV)orhood  of  Windsor,  vastly  outnumbered  the 
whites.  If  we  examine  a  picture  of  a  soldier  of  the  Cromwellian 
period,  we  can  p>robably  form  a  fair  idea  of  the  apjiearance  of  the 
Wind.sor  troopers.  In  the  account  of  •■  Tio  V'»j<i<i>:s  to  Xcc  Evrj-- 
land,"  ltJ3S,  John  Josselyn  gives  the  cost  per  man  of  equipping 
soldiers  as  follows:  '-Armor  for  one  mat-  17  s  —  1  long  piece 
.■)^  foot  IL.  2>,  —  1  sword  .Js.  1  bandalier  Is  ♦;(!— 1  belt  Is— 20 
lbs  powder  l!^s,  00  lbs  shot  or  lead,  pistol  and  goose  shot  5s."' 
Tr//i.s-../->  D'l.jhury  states:  '-Tixe  l>andoleers  were  large  leathern 
lielts  worn  by  ancient  musketeers  for  supporting  of  their  arms. 
It  passed  over  the  right  shouWer  and  under  the  left  arm."

Stiles,  in  yx\%  Tlist'.ry  of  Ti'irnhor,  jace  157,  pfeaks  of  tlie  -'stoel 
cap  and  breastplate  of  Capt.  John  Mason."  In  King-  I'hilip's  War, 
I(j75-B,  the  lumlships  endured,  and  the  sacrifices  niade.  by  the 
trooper,  John*Moses,  were  of  the  order  that  -try  men's  souls."' 
His  property  near  .Mount  Phylip  (see  old  map  of  Simsbury)  must 
have  been  swept  away  by  the  burning  of  Simsbury  on  ^March  2(5, 
1U76.     The  Meii)'M-<ai  JL'^for^.  o/ Ilorffonl  Coimf'/  descriiios  it: 

"It  was  a  Sabbath  day.  A  band  of  I'hilip's  warricirs  ru«;lifd  through 
the  deserted  town  and  applied  the  torch  to  the  thatchud  roofs,  aud  forty 
dwelling  houses,  with  barns  and  other  buililLngs.  were  consumed.  Fences, 
fanning  utensils,  furniture,  farm  produce,  and  jirovisions  were  gathered 
into  heaps  and  burned.  The  ruin  was  ei.>mplete:  not  a  house  or  building 
was  left." 

Previous  to  this  the  different  colonies  had  united  to  place  an, 
army  in  rhe  field.  In  the  campaign  against  tlie  Indians,  the  close 
of  the  ■■Swamp  fight,"  or  "  Storrcing  of  the  Xaragansett  fort,"  iu 
1675,  is  thus  descriljed  in  Stiles'  Ift^ror'/  <>f  VClnih<jr: 

"Amid  the  shrieks  of  women  and  children  and  rattling  of  musketry     . 

.  .  .  the  Indian  defences  were  fired  ....  a  dense  column  of 
smoke,  which  rose  from  the  smouldering  ashes,  was  all  that  was  left  of 
some  4.000  once  brave  and  happy  souls.  It  was  a  glorious  victory  for  the 
English,  but  it  l>rou<i-ht  sorrow  a^  well  as  safety  to  their  homes.  6  cap- 
tains and  80  soldiers  Avere  killed  or  mortally  woiuided,  and  150  "n  ounded. 
Two  days  of  exiio^uro  and  three  hours  of  hard  fighting  were  followed  by 
a  distressuig  march  through  sleet  and  deep  snows  bearing  with  them  their 
dead  and  wounded.  The  next  morning  the  snow  was  exceedingly  deep 
and  the  #C'ld  intense,  an(l  the  jaded  and  frost  bitten  army  could  scarcely 
move.  400  troops  were  uuiit  for  duty.  [Mason  was  so  badly  wounded 
that  he  died  in  a  year  after." 

Says  Hollister  in  his  Ilistor^i  of  Cvrrnntirnf : 

"It  would  be  idle  for  me  to  attempt  t^>  delineate  the  sutferings  of  the 
wounded  soldiers. — A  part  of  them  as  the  night  an<l  storm  advances  be- 
come insensible.  —  The  pulses  grew  feebler,  the  cheek  paler,  and  the  frame 
stiffened  into  its  final  repose." 

Not  only  was  John  Moses  in  this  battle,  but  we  can  fancy  the 
feelings  of  a  fattier  when  we  know  that  he  had  two  wounded  sons 
with  him  on  that  terrible  night  march,  boys  of  only  17  and  10  years. 

How  full  of  pathos  is  this  entry,  which  the  writer  found  at 
AVindsor  iu  the  iirst  volume  of  births  and  deaths: 

"Here  I  -et  down  the  deatlis  of  several  persons  that  were  against  the 
Indians  ami  were  wuumled  tliar  thev"  dved.  —  It  w;is  on  19  of  December, 
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i(;7,-j.  —Thomas  son  of  -Tohu  Mosu-;  dyed  .Tuiy.'O.  Imrycd  re  oO.  lOi^l.  — •:J2 
years  old.  —  W""  Moses  sou  of  John  Mos's  dyed  Xov.  27,  1(581." 

The  ILshruof  Wuvlior,  in  speaking  of  King  Philip's  war  says: 
"To  all  the  numerous  levies  drafted  during  the  war,  Windsor  cou- 
triluited  a  large  proportion  of  troops,  having  in  the  service  at  ditfer- 
ent  times  Vlh  mounted  dragoons.  These  dragoons  from  their 
greater  facility  of  movement  were  con-tantly  employed  in  ra^'id 
marches,  bearing  dispatches  and  scouting  parties.''  —  Among  these 
troopers  "in  actual  service  and. receiving  pay  on  war  account''  we  • 
lind  the  name  of  -  John  M.-.ses."  1632200 

On  June  11,  107*)  —  •■Contributions  for  the  sufferers  after  thr^ 
liurningof  Sim.sbury; "  —  among  other  lunnes  we  lind  "John  !Moses 
£.'-';s."     His  own  house  in  Simsbury  was  of  course  destroyed. 

In  the  genealogies  which  follow  these  sketches,  it  will  be  found 
that  many  descendants  of  John  ^Moses  iiave  been  soldiers  in  all 
wars.  Thev  have  not  proved  tliemselves  unworthy  of  the  family 
crest  and  motto  of  their  English  progenitors.     (See  Appendix.) 

John  Closes  exhibited  a  combative  nature,,  not  only  as  a  soldier, 
l)ut  he  also  had  the  moral  courage  to  stand  out  for  his  convictions 
in  religious  matters,  though-  his  position  must  have  Ijeen  costly  to 
him  and  unplea.7ant  in  every  way.  He  probably  inlierited  from 
his  father  a  belief  in  the  tenets  of  the  Church  of  England.*  Under 
date  of  1GG4  he  a{)pears  as  one  of  seven  signers  to  a  very  remark- 
able and  curiously  worded  document,  which  is- given  in  full,  having 
been  C(^'ied  bv  tlie  writer  from  the  original  iw  the  State  Library  at 
Hartford: 

"To  THE  Honored  and  Geseral  AssE>tBLT  of  tre   Corporation

"  The  humble  ttddres?,  and  petition  of  sundry  persons  of  and  helon^in^ 
to,  the  same  corpur.ition  showeth:

Win-or's  lli'tiirii  I'f  Diijchuni,  \>.  SI,  ''  freemen  were  on  spei'i.il  application  admitted  to  those 
tichts"  .  .  .  '-cli>irrh  nicnihershii:  ho^vever  beinj  a  necessary  'pialinration." 
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"  Tii;it  wheri-a^.  ^xf•  \vli(i<c>  n:mK'<  avosiiTxoriboil  bcinir  ProtV^-ors  of  tlu' 
Protestant  Cliristian  Reliirion,  MeinbtTs  of  the  Church  of  England  ami 
subjects  to  our  Sovoiciirn  Lord  Cliarics  the  Second,  by  God's  Grace  King 
of  En^hind  etc.#and  under  lliese  sacred  tics  mentioned  and  maintained  in 
our  covenant  staled  T:\ith  our  baptism,  having-  seriously  pondered  on  our 
past  and  present  want  of  those  ordinances  which  to  us  and  our  children 
as  members  of  Chri'-t's  visible  church  ought  to  be  administered.  "Which 
we  apprehend  to  be  to  the  dishonor  of  God  and  the  obstruction  of  our 
own  and  our  children's  gtnxl  (contrary  to  the  pious  will  of  our  Lord  the 
King,  bis  main  purpose  in  settling  these  plantations,  as  by  tlie  Charter 
and  His  Majesty's  letter  to  the  Bay  June  26,  1002,  and  thereways  is  most 
evidently  manifested)  to  our  great  grief,  tlie  sen$e  of  our  duty  towards 
God,  the  relation  we  stand  in  to  our  mother  the  Church,  our  grateful  ac- 
ceptation of  Ilis  ^lajtsty's  Eoyal  favor,  the  edification  of  our  own  and 
our  children's  souls,  and  many  other  good  Christian  and  proTitable  ends 
(as  also  at  a  late  session  of  this  honored  assembly  having  secured  a  favor- 
able encouragement  from  the  Worshipful  Deputy  Governor)  hereunto 
moving  us,  we  are  bold  by  his  own  address  to  declare  our  aggreviance 
and  petition  for  a  redress  of  the  same. 

"  Our  agcreviance  is,  that  we  and  ours  are  not  under  the  due  care  of 
an  Orthodox  nnnistry,  that  will  in  a  due  manner  administer  to  us  those 
ordinances  that  we  stand  capable  of.  as  the  baptising  of  our  children,  our 
being  admitted  (as  we  according  to  Christ  s  order  may  be  found  meet)  to 
the  Lord's  Table,  and  a  careful  watch  over  us  in  our  way  and  suitable 
dealing  with  us  as  we  do  well  or  ill,  with  all  wliatsoever  benetits  and  ad- 
vantages belong  to  us  as  members  of  Christ's  Visible  Church,  which 
ought  to  be  dispensed  by  the  ollicerhof  the  same,  of  which  being  destitute, 
■we  humbly  re(iuest.  that  tlie  Honored  Court  would  take  into  serious  con- 
sideration our  present  st:!te  in  this  respect,  that  we  are  thus  as  sheep 
scattereif  ha\  ing  no  shepherd  and  compare  it  with  what  we  conceive  you 
cannot  but  know,  l>oth  God  and  our  King  woidd  have  it  diilerent  from 
what  it  now  is,  and  take  some  speedy  and  effectual  course  for  redress 
therein,  and  put  us  in  a  full  and  free  capability  of  enjoying  those  afore- 
mentioned advantages  which  to  us  as  Christ's  Visible  Cliurch  do  of  right 
belong,  bj'  establishing  some  wholesome  law  in  this  Corporation,  by 
notice  whereof,  we  nuiy  both  claim  and  receive  of  such  olliccrs,  who  are 
or  shall  be  by  law  set  over  us  in  the  Church  or  Churches  where  we  have 
our  abode  or  residence  these  foreiuentioned  privileires  and  advantages. 

"Furthermore  we  humbly  request  that  for  the  future,  no  law  in  this 
Corporation  may  be  ot  any  force  to  make  us  pay  or  contribute  to  the 
mamteuance  of  any  miinster  or  otlicer  of  the  Church  that  will  neglect  or 
refuse  to  bapti.se  our  children  and  to  take  care  of  us,  as  of  such  members 
of  the  Chtirch  as  are  under  his  or  their  charge  or  care. 

"  That  in  hopes  that  your  careful  and  s^peedy  consideration  and  issue 
hereof,  will  be  answerable  to  the  weight  of  the  mutter,  and  our  neee;-.^ities, 
and  that  matters  of  less  moment  may  bo  omitted  till  thi.s  be  i&»ued.      We 
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Avnit  for  a  goixl  answer,  and  for  this   flmiurable  Court  ■^e  shall  ever 
pray,  etc.  "J^iguedhv        William  Pitkix  (ilartfon.!).

It  Is  probable  that  a  .siniihir  paper  was  previously  presented,  for 
we  find  in  the  Colonial  Records^  under  date  of  March  10.  1663,  this 
entry: 

"Mr.  Clarke  in  behalf  of  the  Church  complarnes  of  James  Eno  and 
Micliael  Humphrey  for  a  misdemeanor  in  olTt-ring  violence  to  an  estab- 
lislied  law  of  this  Colony  ....  for  several  thinirs  contayned  in  a 
paper  presented  to  the  C(Hirt  .  .  .  The  Court  having  seriously  con- 
sidered the  case  respeetinLr  James  Eno  and  -Michael  Humphrey  do  declare 
such  practice  to  be  offensive." 

"  The  Court  remits  the  sensure  due,  provided  answerable 

reftirniation  doth  follow." 

In  the  old  AViudsor  Church  record  is  i,civen  a  full  list  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  of  Windsor  iti  1077.  The  name  of  John 
!Moses  is  not  fuund  among  them.  St<h:s'  History  of  WiiKhor  gives 
a  petition  of  nearly  100  inlial)itanTS  on  the  east  side  of  the  river 
for  a  "Particular  Worship."  and  among  the  signers  John  Moses. 
As  this  was  May  13,  1680,  and  he  died  in  Windsor  three  years 
thereafter,  it  is  probable  that  he  adhered  to  the  Church  of  England 
all  his  life. 

Although  they  signed  papers  and  took  part  in  church  quarrels, 
it  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  sons  of  John  Closes  were  not  mem- 
bers of  tlie  Puritan  Church.  See  a  ILst  of  members  of  the  Chnrcli 
of  Simsbuiy  in  1'".97  —  [Phelps'  History,  p.  55),  in  which  the  sons 
of  John  Moses  are  not  mentioned.  As  soon  as  an  Epi.scopal  parish 
wtis  e.stabli.^hed  some  of  the  Moses  children  were  baptized  therein, 
and  for  several  generations  a  considerable  number  of  the  Moses 
name  are  found  with  that  church.  The  Rev.  William  Gibbs  was 
the  first  rector  of  the  ►St.  Andrews  Parish  in  Simsbury.  If  we  are 
to  cre<lit  an  account  given  by  Peters  in  his  //Aa*/-//  <</  ('oinn-clicnf. 
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ho  wa«  at  rinif's  very  IkuIIv  treatol  1>y  tlu>  Puritans,  riielns.  in 
his  llisior>i  of  Siniionry.  says  of  him:  •■Ho  was  a  missionary  sent 
out  by  a  society  instituted  in  f^n.u-huu:!  for  tlie  propa;^ation  of  the 
Gospel;"'  ....  also  .  .  .  "Towards  tlie  close  of  his 
life  ill  health  preveute'l  his  pn.'achinor,  ])ut  it  did  not  in  the  least 
diminish  his  ardor  in  the  cause  of  E[tisoopacy,  or  his  affection  f(>r 
his  parisliioiiers.  Few  clergymen  have  lived  more  lieluved,  or 
died  nvire  lamented.  His  g("»od  name  yet  survives,  thougli  nearly 
seventy  years  have  passed  since  his  decease." 

The  adherence  of  John  Moses  to  the  unitopular  Church  of  Eng- 
land indicates  a  sr?"ong  character,  and  we  are  therefore  not  sur- 
prised to  find  him  leading  in  the  settlement  of  Simsl>ury,  where, 
indt;ed,  he  must  have  resided  at  different  times  without  givdng  up 
his  property  and  home  in  Windsor.  Phelps  History  of  Sun.shnrii 
is  now  quoted,  page  13:  -'The  first  grants  by  the  committee  of 
wliich  any  record  exists  were  made  in  Hjf)7."  Among  tlie  twenty- 
three  names  we  find  John  Moses  located  in  "AVeatague  east.''  . 
.  .  '-These  persons  did  not  immediately  remove  their  families 
from  AVindsor  to  Alassacoe.  thou.^di  it  is  [lelieved  that  by  l<.iG9  all 
of  them  had  V>e(.-ome  inhabitants  of  che  new  plantation."' 

A  tracing  has  been  made  l>y  the  writer,*from  the  original  in  the 
State  Library.  Hartford,  of  a  ['<art  of  the  :"!\ap  of  Simsbury.  ma^le 
in  17.30.  and  it  is  here  rej-roduced.  It  will  !>e  Si}(in.  that  the  loca- 
tion of  John  ]\Ioses  in  the  mountain  pass  by  Mount  Philip  peculiarly 
exposed  l^m  to  attack  from  the  Indians. 

Verj'  probably  John  Closes  had  some  practical  training  in 
mechanics  from  his  father,  the  shipwright  of  Ph-mouth.  In  the 
course  of  his  business  career  he  was  connected  with  the  building 
and  operating  of  grist  mills,  saw  mills,  and  cider  mills;  and  the 
irons  and  tools  in  his  house  at  bis  death  indicate  that  he  was 
familiar  with  the  mer-hauics  of  milling.  From  PlwJp.i  Ilisiori/, 
page  77: 

"Tlu"  lirst  mills  eroctod  in  ttiwn  wen-  situated  vn  Hop  Jin.dk,  nt-ar  the 
present  sire  of  TuIUt's  Mills,  and  were  built  in  1679.  Those  oon.sisted  of 
a  LTist  and  saw  mill,  and  wore  j)Ut  up  l)y  Thomas  Barber,  John  proses, 
John  Terry,  and  Ephrair.i  Howard,  who  cuutracted  with  the  town  to  keep 
the  mills  in  q:iM>d  repair,  to  L'n'nd  L:rain  for  the  tt)ll>;  allowed  by  law.  to 
sell  to  the  inhabitants  boards  at  ti>ur  :iiid  six  piiue  per  hundre'l,  and  not 
to  transport  oiik  to  any  other  town,  in  consiijeration  of  wliieh,  the  town 
allowed  them  the  mill  [>rivileires,  the  rijrht  to  take  timber  on  the  eoiumou 
land^,  — a  lot  of  good  timber  lauds,  and  tvvenCy  poinids  {)ayable  in  town 
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rates.     The  plnce  lia^l):'pn  nrrniiii'il  as  a  mill  soiit  up  to  tho  pix'sent  time 
(1845)  oui-  Hundred  and  sixry-.six  vt-ars.  " 

The  wri^n-  found  the  mill  still  in  existence  when  he  visited  it 
in  issrt.  and  it  is  yet  known  as  TuUers  Mills.  A  grandson  and  a 
oranddauo-hter  r.f  the  John  Moses,  builder  and  tniller  as  ahove, 
each  married  a  Tuller.  Simshirn/  B<c..  B.  II.  p.  loO.  is  recorded, 
on  April  lo.  1716:  '-John  ^[o.se.*  deeded  to  his  son  Thomas  ^foses 
a  mill  and  j.rivileges  lying  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  against  my 
old  house  lot.  also  on  a  line  running  to  the  end  of  Mount  Philip."' 
This  is  yet  another  mill  and  was  perhaps  erected  by  John  of 
"Windsor,  father  of  the  John  here  mentioned. 

"Whenever  negotiations  with  the  Indians  were  to  be  conducted, 
the  town  of  "^'indsor  seems  to  have  desired  the  services  of  John 
Motes.     On  page  100  of  Sf'k.<'  Tr///.V.v.>,-  v,-e  find  that  : 

"  In  April,  lf566.  Jns.  Enno  and  John  :Moses  purchased  from  Xassahegan 
lands  on  both  sides  f)f  the  Rivulet  from  Windsor  to  Alussacoe.  This  land 
exteudcd  nu  the  suuih  side  of  the  Rivulet  to  the  loot  of  Massacoe  3ioun- 
tain.  ami  on  the  Xorth  side  to  the  3Iountain  that  answers  to  the  foresaid 
Mountain  — Eastward  to  a  new  way  or  road  passing  out  of  Pipestave 
swamp  going  to  Westtiold.  and  Southward  from  tho  Rivulet  to  the  Mill 
Brook  as  it  runs  into  the  Wilderness  and.  so  to  the  Mountains.  This  tract, 
contidning  some  ^S.OOO  acres,  was  coulirmed  to  the  purchasers  Dec,  1009, 
by  Rippuquam  and  Seacet.  excepting  two  islands  in  the  rivulet."  .... 
'Enno  and  Moses  the  same  year  released  this  purchase  to  the  town  of 
Windsor,  whose  agents  they  were,  and  received  15  L— 14  s  — '2  d  — the 
amount  txppuded  by  them,  in  lands  .sitiiati;  under  the  Simslinry  ^Mountain 
abofc  .Salisbury  Plain,  near  the  river,  and  known  as  Tillins  Marsh."' 

The  IL.u-ff.jrJ  Covntij  Meinorial  Iliifori/  gives  the  facsimile  of  the 
signatures  of  John  Mo.ses  and  James  Eno  from  the  Indian  deeds 
above  mentioned.

In  Windsor,  2d  Book  of  Town  Acts,  are  two  entries  in  relation 
to  dealin"-s  of  John  Moses  with  the  Indians,  which  time  has  nearly 
obHteratcd.  They  are  as  follows,  p.  9:  "This  day  (Feb.  .S,  lOCT.) 
John  Moses  has  .  .  .  (undecipherable)  .  .  .  al»out  Indian 
Yuxrgas.  and  now  demands  (uuilc-ipherable)  pounds  fiviii  }e  town 
and  relinquishi'S  his  demand  of  laud."  Page  40,  May  .!.  1077: 
"All  of  townsmen  being  together  Jt.ihn  Muses — (umh'cipheruli'.t ) 
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[n<li;iiif  —  (undeciphemblo)  ;ir!'l  Jaco'n  Prakf^  arid  Thos  Bissell  to 
go  out  "with  him  to  Massacoe  as  soon  as  tlioy  can."  This  last 
entry  e\"i<.lentlv  refers  to  an  exploration,  and  the  sen<:ling  of  an 
advance  party  ";\-irh  a  ^^e^v  to  the  re-occupation  of  the  abandoned 
home=.  after  the  l-urning  of  Simsburv  by  the  Indians.  Very  likely 
it  was  soon  after  this  that  John  M-'>ses  rebuilt  his  home  in  the 
mountain  pass  (see  map,  opposite  page  3S),  aided,  no  doiibt.  by  his 
eldest  son,  who  was  at  that  time  23  yeai'S  of  age.  This  spot  is  de- 
scribed in  the  TL'rffiyrd  Comittj  ifi^itioridl  nhtonj  as' follows: 

"Mount  Pliilip  is  scarcely  distiu_umislmble  from  Talcott  Mountain,  but 
from  any  stuniipoint  in  tlnj  Farmington  valley  it  is  a  distinct  ;iud  promi- 
nent m<>un'"air.  peak From  thp  sannnir  the  vie-.v  is  cncliant- 

m%.     There  stand  the  Tower  and  the  Summer-house Mount 

Philip  received  its  name  from  the  tirst  settlers  on  their  return  from  their  . 
sad  exodus  at  the  buruiug  of  Simsbury.     By  that  name  only  it  has  been 
known  by  their  dt-^ceudunts  for  more  than  two  hmidred  years.     Every 
rod  of  land  upon  it  is.  and  has  been  many  times  recorded  as  lying  and  being 
upon  AIoMnt  PJii'ip." 

The  writer  visited  Simsbury  for  the  first  time  in  tlie  spring  of 
18S9.  The  extensive  meadows  spreading  for  miles  along  the 
Farmington  Paver  (the  ancient  Tiinxis):  — the  noble  elms  scattered 
over  tiie  whole  h-niith  of  the  valley;  — the  absence  of  factories  and 
and  the  noisy  adjuncts  of  trade;  —  are  featui'es  that  combine  to 
jj-ive  to  the  Simsburv  \-aliev  a  charm  whicli  iustities  all  that  has 
been  said  in  its  praise.  For  the  information  nf  those  of  the  Moses 
name  wlfo  may  desire  ^to  maice  a  pilgrimage  t':>  rl-e  home  of  their 
ancestors  it  is  prc-per  to  add  that  ui>  vestige  of  the  oM  ]\Ioses  house 
now  remains.  During  his  stay  in  the  town  the  writer  was  greatly 
indebted  to  Jeli'ery  0.  Plielps,  Esq.,  for  information  concerning 
Simsbuiy  famiiies  and  localities.  He  stated  that  the  last  of  the 
Moses  familv  to  occupy  the  homestead  were  the  widow  and 
children  of  Miei-ael  Mt.-ses,  who  lived  there  as  late  as  1S40  or  1845. 
The  home  wa.->  toin  down  in  bS.T.5;  the  stones  have  been  removed 
from  the  cellar  and  the  site  leveled.  The  property  is  now  owned 
by  the  heirs  <,'t  .\.mon  Latimer. 

Returning  froui  this  description  of  the  outlying  plantarion  of 
John  Closes  at  the  base  of  Mount  Philip  to  his  home  at  ^\'indsor, 
(juotations  are  now  given  from  the  town  reconls  to  show  his 
locality  and  neighborhood  in  that  first  of  Connecticut  towns.

He  was  a  man  uf  note  in  the  community,  and  among  the  family 
papers  is  a  commission  under  the  Crown  of  England  showing  him 
to  have  been  a  constable  and  collector. 

The  writer  lias  in  liis  posse.ssion  some  twenty  original  papers 
handed  down  throu^-li  the  generations  from  this  Caleb.  The  old- 
est of  these  is  a  d-H-'l  dated  February  2.1,  \~?.'>-(\,  from  Ja'.'ub  Tul- 
lar.  of  tu-ituin  lauds  in  the  town  of   Fiirmington.      Aside  from  the 
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interest  rhe^e  papers  have  for  those,  who,  like  the  writer,  have 
descended  through  CaleL.  tlieir  jteculiarities  illustrative  ot  the  aire 
in  whicli  they  were  written,  make  rhem  worthy  of  somewhat 
extended  quotaflons.  Instance  the  fuUowincr  as  showing  the 
degree  of  thankfulness  expected  front  a  grown-up  son: 

"I,  Caleb  Moses,  Jr.,  do  acknowledge  that  I  have  received  of  my  hon- 
ored father.  Caleb  Moses,  a  deed  of  Laud  ^hich  I'  do  acknowledge  to  be 
Diy  full  :-h:irc  of  his  e>tate.  Except  he  give  me  soniethiug  by  his  will, 
whicli  if  lie  Doth  I  shall  be  Thankful  for  it  and  lo(^k  upon  it  an  luimer- 
ited  Bounty  from  my  honored  father,  and  always  Look  upon  myself  a 
Debtor  to  him  for  his  kindness.     Witness  my  hand.

Receipts  f^r  land  deeded  to  them  hy  their  father  in  17G7,  as 
their  full  share  of  his  estate,  and  signed  by  Caleb's  son  Abel,  and 
his  daiighlcr  Lucy  Huniphrey,  are  found  among  the  papers. 

We  now  coiue  to  the  will  of  Calel\.  which  is  interesting  as  .show- 
ing the  old  English  plan  of  entailing  an  estate.  From  the  papers 
in  the  writer's  possesion  it  wotild  seem  that  Caleb  owned  the  old 
h<:)me  farm  of  his  grandfather,  with  additions  on  ilount  Philip  and 
in  the  valley,  and  we  know  that  for  many  generations  the  --male 
heirs  "  of  Calelj  owned  and  lived  at  the  old  homestead.  The  will 
reads  as  follows: 

"  In  the  Name  of  God  Amen.  I,  Caleb  3Iv.sos,  of  Simsbury,  iu  the 
County  of  Hartford,  being  of  Sound  mind  and  meoiory,  and  in  a  btate  of 
Healtli,  Thanks  be  given  to  God.  Therefor  and  iaiowing  that  it  is 
apointe<l  for  all  men  once  to  Dye  Do  make  and  ciMain  this  to  be  m\-  Last 
will  and  Testan.ent  print  ipally  and  tirst  ol  all  I  give  and  Kocoiunienil  my 
Sole  imto  the  Hands  of  God  That  gave  it  iind  my  Body  I  Recommend  to 
the  Earth  tobeBuryed  in  a  detent  and  Christian  manner  at  the  Di.scretion 
of  my  Executors,  and  as  Touching  the  wurldly  estate  wherewith  God 
hath  ble.-jed  me  with  in  this  Life,  I  give  in  maimer  following: 

"Item,  1  give  to  my  Beloved  wite  The  one  tiiird  part  of  my  movable 
estate  I  shall  dye  pussest  en  ami  the  use  and  Improvement  of  the  One 
Third  part  of  my  Lands  During  her  Natural  Life.

Rev.  Roger  Viets  succeeded  Rev.  William  Gil>ljs  as  Rector  of 
St.  Audrew's  Parish.  From  Haxt.  Co.  Mem.  Hist,  we  learn  tliat, 
for  '•  secreting  "  Briri.sh  officers  and  ••  holding  traiterotis  corres- 
pondence \vith  the  enemy."'' Viets  ^va5  "  severely  pttnished."  He 
removed  to  Xova  Scotia.  Othniel  did  not  fi:»llow  his  rector  politi- 
cally. He  was  a  soldier  of  Col.  "VToolcot's  Reg.  of  17TG  —  (Adj.- 
Ge.neral's  Record  of  Conn.)  From  the  St.  Andrews  Church  Record 
we  gathtr  that  he  resided  at  different  periods  in  different  tillages 
or  parishes.     That  Record  gives  the  followii^g:

Otiiniel,  Jr.,  and  Reuben  join  m 
a  dti^d,  and  in  1^00  it  appears  that  lands  of  Elihu  Moses  adjoin 
those  of  Otlmiel  ;  also  that  the  freeman's  oath  was  taken  at  Bristol 
in  ISSO  by  Othniel  Jr.  and  Elihu;  in  1S05  by  Chauncey;  and  in 
1806  by  Josliua.

He  was  si.x  feet  in 
height,  weighed  210  lbs.,  was  noted  lor  his  strength,  was  blue-eyed 
and  of  tiorid  complexion.  He  was  a  generous  liver,  had  arrange- 
ments for  table  supplies  of  shell-lish  frotn  old  Connecticut,  and 
was  widely  known  for  his  readine.-^s  to  purcha.'-e  choice  game,  fish, 
or  early  vegetables.  His  farming  oi)erations  required  the  employ- 
ment of  many  men.  Cider  was  tlie  common  drink  of  the  time, 
and  of  that  l^everage  fifty  l>arrels  were  .sometimes  consumed  in  a 
single  year  at  his  long  and  ho.-ijtitable  table.  On  Sundays  he 
dressed  in  the  fashion  of  his  day,  in  blue  coat  with  brass  buttons, 
and  drove  with  hi.-:  family  in  a  hau'lsomtj  carriage  to  the  Episcopal 
Cliurch,  of  wliicli  he  was  a  chuich  wardt-n.  He  was  also  a  Free- 
mason.    Space  has  been  given  to  this  personal  descrijition  because 
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the  subjoct  of  the  sketch  w9p  of  the  old  school,  and  tiiidoubtedly  a 
type  of  some  of  hii>  aiice.stors.  They,  according  to  tradition  and 
family  paper-?,  lielonged  ro  that  class  of  Xew  Enu'landei's  who,  if 
blessed  w^th  prosperity,  were  not  averse  to  the  enji'yment  of  the 
good  things  of  this  life.

As  stated  in  the  first  cdiapter  of  this  work,  the  writer  considers 
that  the  record  uf  the  lawsuit  gives  a  fair  ju'esuniption  that  John 
Moses,  the  shipwright,  of  rU-mouth  Colony,  had  an  earlier  resi- 
dence ill  either  Salt-ui  or  Lynn,  which  ttnvns  are  oidv  aliout  ei.giit 
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miles  apart,  and  in  oaiiy  ilavs  ]\:u\  one  prolate  jiirisdicri<)U.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  Keyser,  Ouy.  aii<l  nililions,  who  were 
interested  in  the  "pinnace,"  came  from  Lynn  and  Salem.  The 
record  of  the  lawsuit  also  shows  that  John  Moses  employed  a 
J/a.«,  B'li/  lawyer  and  was  familiar  with  metliods  of  procedure  in 
that  Colony.  In  the  Salem  Records  the  births  of  Moses  childi'en 
and  Keyser  children  are  entered  in  close  pro.ximity.  The  age  at 
wliich  a  Henry  Moses  of  Salem  married,  and  his  occuj>ation  as  a 
sea  captain,  also  lend  probability  to  tlie  theory  tliat  he  was.  a 
son  of  Ji'hu  Moses  of  Plymouth.  In  an  apocx-yp>hal  way  we 
therefore  give  Henry  Moses  as  of  the  second  generation.  The 
writer  lias  personally  searched  the  early  manuscript  records  of 
Salem,  and  gives  the  following  items  gleaned  therefrom:

As  will  be  noted,  the 
last  of  the  Salem  branch  appears  to  have  resided  in  Portland.  Me.

CHAPTER  V. 

JOHX   MIOSES   OF   POKTS.AIOUTII,  X.   II..  AXD   SOME    OF   HIS 
DESCENDANTS. 

In  searchinjgj  the  earliesr  records  of  the  sparsely  s'^r^led  Now 
England  of  1640  to  IG.iO,  we  find  the  uncommon  name  of  John 
Mo.ses  making  its  a[>pearance  about  the  same  time  in  ditf^-ront 
colonies,  and  naturally  the  theory  is  evolve'!  that  the  two  men 
bearing  the  same  name  must  have  been  closely  related.  It  will  be 
seen,  however,  from  the  facts  ami  circTimstances  that  herein  follow, 
that  it  is  extremely  improl)able  that  they  were  of  the  same  family. 
John  ]\roses  of  Plymouth  was  by  tradition  a  Welshman,  was  a 
shipwright,  and  was  apparently  a  Cliurchman  among  Puritans; 
while  John  Moses  of  Portsmouth  was  a  Scotchman,  an  agricul- 
turalist, and  a  Puritan  among  Churchmen,  For  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  general  surroundings  connected  with  the  founder 
of  tlie  Xew  Hampshire  branch,  historical  quotations  are  given: 

From  Brewster's  Rmahh.s  Ahfuf  P...rts,nonfh  it  appears  that 
Portsmouth  was  tirst  settled  in  lOJo  by  the  Laconia  Comnauv,  and 
that  the  "most  intereste<l  and  active  men  of  the  Com;:>anv  were 
Sir  Fen.l»  Gorges  and  John  Mason."  That  a  ''Manor  house"  was 
erected  at  "Odiornes  Point,"  that  between  -'three  and  four  thou- 
sand acres"  were  -'attached  to  this  branch  of  the  plantation,"  and 
that  "the  provisions  of  the  grant  were  am[»le  for  carrvino-  out  the 
idea  of  the  proprietors,  which  was  to  establish  a  Mauor  here 
agreeably  to  the  English  custom,  the  occupants  of  the  land  to  be 
lield  as  tenants  by  the  proprietors  of  the  soil,"  The  company  had 
agents  to  manage  the  colony,  and  from  Doyle's  Ewjh'sh  in 
America  we  learn  that,  "in  ItJiJS,  there  were  in  the  Culuny  more 
than  40  horses,  100  cattle,  200  sheep,  o4  goats,  22  cannon,  2,00 
small  arms,  48  boats  for  fishing,  50  workmen,  and  S  D.tnes  to  over- 
look saw  mills  and  make  potash,  also  22  women  were  among  the 
settlers  ....  also  in  the  inventory,  a  set  of  Church  furniture. 
This  makes  it  likely  Mason  was  a  zealous  -Vnglican."  .... 
After  the  division  of  territory  between  Gorges  and  Muson  and  the 
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'loot]]  of  i[ason  in  lO'M.  ■•tlio  sfttienuTit  was  now  free  to  ?lifipe 
its  own  coin-se.  The  colonists  either  i-lected  ■\\'illianis  ffovernor  or 
acquiesced  in  his  continuance  in  office."'  Five  years  later  it  is 
recorded  diat  -^'illianiS  the  Governoi-.  Ambrose  Ginbons  Assist- 
ant, and  18  others,  have  built  a  chapel  and  parsonage  and  endowed 
them  with  50  acres  of  glebe,  and  have  elected  two  church  wardens 
and  an  incumbent.'' 

From    Lechford's    Phiin  DcfZ/nj,  published  January    17,    1G41: 

"At  North.-un  i/h'ic  Pnscattariua  i.s  Master  Larkbani  pnstor.  One  Mas- 
ter IT.  K.  (Knowles)  was  also  lately  minister  there.  The  two  fell  out 
about  baptisuig  chiklreii.  receiving  of  members,  burial  of  the  dead.  .  .  . 
And  furiher  blaster  Linkhani  tiying  to  the  ^lagistrate,  blaster  K.  and  a 
Cajnaine  raised  arms.  Master  K.  going  before  the  troope  with  a  Bible 
upon  a  poles  top.  and  he  or  some  uf  his  i»arty  giving  forth  that  tlieir  side 

were  Scots  and  the  other  English Master  K.  and  the  Captainc, 

their  leaders,  were  fined  £100  apiece  which  they  Avere  not  able  to  pay." 

From  what  we  lej;rn  later  on  in  the  history  of  the  colony,  it  is 
quite  probable  that  the  Scotchman,  John  Moses,  was  of  Master 
Knowles'  party. 

Through  transfers  of  the  colonial  grant,  George  Cleeve  and 
Richard  Tucker  claimed  and  held  a  disputed  agency  and  jurisdic- 
tion over  certain  lands.  Gov.  "Winslow  of  Plymouth  writes  to 
Gov.  T\'inthrop  of  Mass..  in  1044:  ••  Rigby  lias  good  hap  to  light 
on  two  of  the  arrantest  known  knaves  that  ever  trod  the  New 

England  Shore  to  be  his  agents  in  Cleeves  and  Morton 

In  104.3,^Clet'ves  was  e.xerci.sing  juri.?diction  at  Casco."  Froin 
Portland  in  fhf  Past  is  also  quoted:  "  ( )n  June  S,  1637.  Gorges 
gave  Cleves  a  commission  for  the  letting  and  settling  all  or  any 
part  of  his  lands  or  islands  1}  ing  between  Cape  Elizabeth  and  the 
end  of  Sagadahock  River,  and  so  up  the  main  land  GO  miles." 

With  this  intro<lnction,  we  come  to  the  first  historical  mention 
of  John  Moscs  of  Port.smouth  or  Pascattaqua,  as  it  was  then 
called. 

In  folio  1  of  York  Deeds  is  the  record  of  a  grant  which  places 
the  date  of  John  Mo.ses'  settlement  in  the  colony  at  least  as  far 
back  as  1630.  The  <iocument  is  interesting  from  its  quaintness, 
and  is  given  in  fidl: 

"Wilnc.'<s  tlic.-c  presents  that  "We  ('i(n<  Clicue  and  Ricliard  Tucker  of 
Cascoe  Bay  in  Xcw  Eutrlaiid  gcntleni  fur  and  in  e<insidciatioh  of  Seaveu 
yeares  Scruice  as  an  apprentice  i>l'ormc<]  vnto  vs  by  John  Moses  now  of

In  the  introduction  to  the  printed  volume  of  York  Dfe^^s  it  is 
sta^d  that  ••  all  of  tho  Gorges  lands  were  to  be  c^ranted  ou  the  feu- 
dal plan."  From  Poii.tmo'./fh  Rrror-h^  by  Frank  W.  Hackett.  we 
quote  from  page  31  :  "to\\'n  meeting  list  of  January.  1648  .  . 
land  granted  to  Robert  I)a\is  a  lot  on  Sairgamore  Creek,  next 
point  west  of  John  Moysis."  Page  20  :  "Jan.  13,  ltj.j2,  granted 
to  John  :N[oysis  15  acres."  Page  23  :  -'(Jn  Dec.  5,  16.^3.  to  John 
Moysis  5  acres."  Brewster's  R'lmhh:^.  page  27.  gives  the  record 
of  a  distribution  in  166()  of  lands  to  "all  such  as  were  reputed 
inhabitants  and  free  comyuers  unto  the  year  ItJ.jT.*"  In  this  dis- 
tribution or  confirmation  of  titles.  Jolin  Moses  received  S3  acres. 
Brewster  also  gives  the  stiUscribers,  lOoS  to  1666,  to  "maintenance 
of  ye  minister."  The  first  name  on  the  list  is  John  Mo.ses.  In  the 
Pror.  Pi^,crs  of  X.  K.  A'ol.  I.  p.  2S.).  John  Moses  appears  in  166.5 
as  one  of  the  signers  of  a  petition  favoring  the  juri.sdiction  of  ^^as- 
sachusctts  over  Xew  Hampshire.     He  is  mentioned  several  times 
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iu  the  oiivly  lii.-torios  as  Sorirf.  MV.ses.  and  lie  may  have  been  sent 
over  as  a  s-oldier  l>y  Sir  Ferd.  Gov.ixes.  wlio  was  of  hio-h  military 
rank  iu  Enu;land.  Brewster"?  Eamhlvs  gives  a  plan  of  the  seat- 
ing  in  the  meetirg-hcnf^e  in  IfiO?..  Th.e  first  of  the  three  .•^eats 
•'  under  tht;  pnlpit "'  is  assigned  to  "  Sergt.  Moses.''  .  .  .  '-In 
tlie  mens  gallery  fronting  the  pulpit  "  is  -'Aron  Closes. " 
Iu  the  -'women's  seat  in  the  gallery,'"  "Aron  Moses  wife."' 

Aaron  ifoses  and  Sarah  ^[oses  were  children  of  Jolm  Closes. 
Concerning  them  and  their  descendants,  quotations  from  histories 
are  given:  Fr^ni  TJrewster's  R'tz/iUr.-;  ■•  Timothy  "Waterhotise  early 
iu  ITOn  married  a  Miss  ^^loses."'  -Ruth,  daughter  of  Henry 
Sherliurne.  born  in  ](ir;i).  married  Aaron  ^Moses  1G77."  The 
original  will  of  the  "widow  of  Aaron  Muses."  dated  in  1732.  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  Moses  family  at  I'ortsmouth.  and  personally 
examined  by  the  writer,  shows  that  her  name  was  "  Mary.  "  and 
that  she  had  married  for  a  second  husband  John  Sherburne.  The 
JVeic  L'rir/hm'l  IJi.st.  awf  tr>:n.  Rfjisbyr,  Vol.  X\'iT.  p.  '1')?k  .states 
that  "Ruth  Slserburne  married  Aaron  Moses  <.f  X.  H..  June 
1,  1676;""  also  another  history  uses  the  siime  language,  evidently 
taken  from  .some  record.  There  is  no  other  contlicting  entry  show- 
ing the  marriage  of  a  Ruth  Sherburne.' while  we  find  that  Ritth's 
sister  ^lary  nua-ried  a  Richai-d  Sloper.  Furthermore,  the  John 
Sherburne  who  married  the  widow  Closes  was  a  brother  of  Ruth 
and  Mary  Sherburne.

and  Xew  Plampshire  to  their  empire.  It  would  look  as  if  he  turned 
Puritan  in  the  civil  wars  an<]  went  to  meeting,  and  wouldn't  again 
after  the  king  was  brought  back."  On  page  161  is  given  a  list  of

commissioned  by  the  Britisli  Government  to  l)uild  a  ship  of  war  of 
50  gun.-?,  •fdled  tlie  America.  The  ship  wa.s  built  near  where  the 
present  Raynes  shipyard  now  is.  As  the  bridge  was  not  then  con- 
structed, it  may  have  been  built  in  the  rear  of  the  :Moses  house."

Page  200:  ••  N'.'xt  on  the  south  of  the  creek 
comes  the  farm  of  James  Moses,  which  has  been  in  the  familv  for 
two  centuries."

"  We.  the  subscribers  .  .  .  v.-ill  to  the  utmost  of  our  Power 
at  the  Piisque  of  Our  Lives  and  Fortunes  with  arms  oppose  the 
Hostile  Proceedings  of  the  Britisli  Fleets  and  Armies  agst  tlie 
United  American  Colonies."  Among  .-igners:  "Thomas  Mo.ses. 
Tlieodore  Moses.  Saml.  Moses.  James  Moses,  Xadab  Moses,  John 
^lose.s.  Aaron  Moses."  -Brewster  gives  two  entire  chapters  of  his 
book  to  sketches  and  anecdotes  concerning  Joseph,  .^amuel  an<i 
Thoma.s  Muses.  In  \'olumes  VJI  to  XXXVII  of  the  Xtw  Englawl 
Hist,  and  Get).  R^-nist^r,  are  given  items  concerning  many  of  the 
New  Hampshire  branch  of  the  Moses  family.  In  the  State  Library 
at  Concord.  X.  H..  may  be  found  a  creditable  buok  of  Poems  by 
Thomas  Moses  of  Portsmouth. 

In  passing  thr.nigh  Portsmouth  on  a  business  trip  in  188!t,  the 
writer  visited  the  old  homestead  of  the  Moses  family.  It  is  located 
neaf  the  suburbs  o*f  the  city  on  the  Sagamore  Creek,  and  can  onlv 
be  reached  by  a  private  road.  The  original  ••  ancestral  acres'"  are 
yet  in  the  Moses  family.  Apart  of  the  original  farm  is  owned  by 
William  Mi...-es.  aged  82,  whose  house  was  burned  in  1884.  The 
home  of  the  first  John  Moses  and'  the  greater  part  of  the  first  farm 
is  now  occupied  by  Martha  J.  Moses  and  her  nephew,  AVilliam  E. 
Rand  and  family.  Every  deed  and  will,  even  the  certificate  of  the 
first  survey  of  the  land,  is  in  the  possession  of  the  familv.  The 
present  house,  though  (luite  old,  is  the  third  over  the  original  cel- 
lar. Although  so  near  the  city,  it  is  located  in  a  secluded  and 
pictures^iue  spot.  It  has  been  handed  down  in  direct  line  in  tlie 
Moses  family  from  John  Moses,  who  is  mentioned  in  the  deed  of 
Cleeves  and  Tuck^-r  in  104*;.  as  tiien  located  at  Portsmouth.  The 
writer,  believes  that,  e.vcept  in  the  naighborhood  of  Portsmouth, 
there  are  very  few  instances  in  the  Fnited  States  where  a  [iropcrty 
i;; 
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lias  remaiuod  oontinuonj<ly  in  the  family  name  and  been  occupied 
by  direct  descendants  of  tlie  first  proprietor  for  244  years.  The  liis- 
torical  associations  of  the  place  and  natural  Leauty  of  the  spot 
suggested?  to  him  the  idea  of  a  photograph  of  the  old  !Moses  home- 
stead on  the  Sagamore,  which  he  had  taken  and  which  is  here  re- 
produced. The  gigantic  old  oak  beneath  which  the  children  of  so 
many  generation.s  have  played,  the  grassy  slopes,  and  a  rocky 
bluff  overhanging  the  water,  are  especial  features,  and  are  sure  to 
make  a  strong  and  lasting  impression  on  any  pilgrim  Moses  who 
looks  upon  the  home  selected  by  the  first  of  the  Xew  Hampshire 
line  of  tlie  !Moses  name. 

Mr.  Alfred  D.  Most-.s,  whu  died  in  ISSS,  had  compiled  from  the 
family  archives  a  manuscript  sketch,  a  copy  of  which  his  widow 
and  her  brother.  Mr.  Josluia  S.  Moses  of  Hoopeston,  111.,  have 
kindly  furnished  fur  publication.  Vs'uh.  slight  changes  and  added 
material,  it  reads  as  follows:

Aaron  is  to  manage,  prove  and  improve  ye  whole  of 
ye  .said  plantation  or  farm:  Receiving  for  ye  same  ye  one  half  of  ye 
protits.  or  increase  of  ye  said  land,  or  chattell,  as  of  corn,  iiay,  wood,  for 
tireing  or  building,  or  anything  else,  shall  or  may  be  improved  of  ye  sd 
John  Closes*  farm,  as  aforesaid,  it  as  aforesaid  whether  growing  above  or 
under  ground,  with  half  of  ye  Butter  »fc  cheese,  ye  Sd  John  3Ioses  6c  his 
wile  Aim  as  aforesaid  to  have  ye  other  half,  they  and  every  of  them  to 
make  u.se  of  their  several  parts  to  their  own  behoof  6c  benetit.  them  and 
every  of  them,  by  the.se  presents  binding  themselves  not  to  sell  or  dispose 
of  any  of  ye  fore-mentioned  commodities,  but  to  ac([uaiut  one  ye  other

E.  Rand,  the  residue  of  estate,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed  in  equal  proportions,  they,  in  equal  proportions,  to  pay  the 
legacy  of  SCOO,  divided  among  six  of  his  children.

43  acres  more,  on  the  town  record  of  March 
30,  1664:  ^' Land  laid  out  to  John  Mosses,  four  skore  and  five 
acres"  by  '••  Sherburn  and  Cottotf."  Surveyors.  lie  was  a  Deacon 
in  the  first  church  in  the  town'.  On  the  town  record  of  IG.38,  at  a 
meeting  called  to  raise  subscriptions  for  the  maintaining  of  the 
ministry,  he  heads  the  paper  with  one  pound.  He  had  the  title  of 
"  SergeSnt  ;  "  from  whence  he  derived  it  we  know  not.  From  old 
papers  we  find  that  his  wife's  name  was  -'Ann,"  that  they  had  two 
children,  Aaron  and  Sarah.  In  the  agreement  made  between 
"John  Moses  and  his  son  Aaron,'"  Aaron  is  to  pay  to  his  sister 
Sarah  on  her  marriage  five  pounds.'  This,  we  presume,  was  to 
be  her  marriage  portion.

Aarox  Moses,  son  of  John,  was  b.  at  Sagamore  Creek. 
Brewster,  in  his  Ramhhs,  says  he  was  m.  in  1677  to  Ruth, 
daughter  of  Henry  Sherburn  ;  she  was  b.

The  old  family  buryinj^  ground  is  just  east  of 
the  buildings  on  quite  a  high  point  of  land  overlooking:  the  placid 
Sagamore.  In  this  burial  place  now  lie  the  ashes  of  the  past 
generations  of  our  ancestors,  who  certainly  chose  for  a  home  in  the 
wilderness  a  very  picturesque  spot.

The  present  house  at  the  Old  Homestead,  built  by  Xadab  INIoses, 
is  the  third  house  placed  over  the  same  cellar. 

This  we  believe  to  be  as  nearly  a  correct  record  of  the  ^Moses 
family  of  Sagamore  Creek,  Portsmouth,  X.  H.,  as  any  one  has  ever 
been  aBle  to  produce:  all  we  know  of  where  the  first  John  Moses 
came  from  is  from  tradition,  which  says  he  came  from  Scotland, 
and  we  presume  he  was  among  the  very  fir.-jt  settlers  of  Xew 
Hampshire.— [A.  D.M.]

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CHAPTER  YL 

OTHER   EARLY   NEW    E>'aLAXD   FAMILIES   OF  THE  MOSES 

NAME. 

In  the  compilation  of  this  work,  evidence  has  been  presented 
showing  that  there  were,  previous  to  the  Revolution,  other 
emigrants  to  Xew  England  bearing  the  Moses  name,  who  also 
founded  families.  The  few  items  concerning  them  which  have 
been  gathered,  are  published  for  the  benefit  of  their  descendants 
who  may  wish  to  make  a  more  thorough  investigation.  Referring 
to  the  last  pages  of  Chapter  IV,  it  is  proper  here  to  call  attention 
to  Samuel  Moses,  whose  estate  was  probated  in  1G91.  He  was, 
most  probably,  closely  related  to  Ileni-y  Closes  of  Salem  ;  was 
possibly  a  brother. 

The  Joseph  Moses  of  Salem,  who  miirried  Tamsin  Beans,  was  of 
the  generation  of  Henry's  children. 

In  the  JS'tii)  Enfjlond  Hist,  and  Gen.  Reijister,  Vol.  XXI.  we  find, 
among  the  marriages,  births,  and  deaths,  in  Dorchester,  Mass., 
*'Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  ^Ioses,  b.  May  2,  1665." 

As  already  stated  in  Chapter  II  of  this  work,  the  detailed  and 
apparentif^  exhaustive  histories  of  Dorchester,  in  their  numerous 
<<  lists,"  give  no  person  of  the  name  of  Moses.  The  stay  of 
Thomas  Moses  within  that  town  may  have  been  brief.  He  was 
of  the  generation  of  Henry  Moses  of  Sulem  and  John  Mo.ses  of 
TVindsor.  and  was  possibly  rlieir  liruther  and  a  son  of  John 
Moses  of  Plymouth,  coming  with  the  latter  from  England  to  his 
first  landing  and  temporary  home  in  ^las-sachu-setts  Bay  Colony. 
The  surviving  children  of  Samiiel  Moses  were  daughters,  and  the 
unconnected  Moses  names  in  tlie  list  of  marriages,  at  close  of 
chapter,  may  have  been  other  descendants  of  Thomas  Moses. 

In  the  Xe'x  En<fand  Hist,  and  (li'.n.  Jl^y/istei;  Vol.  VII,  we 
find,  under  head  of  general  items,  relating  to  the  early  settlers  of 
Dover.  X'.  H. :  ••  Ti.Mt  >th  v  Moses  had  wife  Mary  and  children,  Martha, 
b.  5  May,  1700  ;  Timothy,  b.  2  Sept.,  1707."'  -'TiMOTny  had  wife 
and  child,  Martha,  h.  5  May,  1732." 
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Tho  orit;in;i]  papers  presented  in  Chapter  V  negtitive  anr 
theory  that  Timothy  was  descended  from  John  of  Portsmouth  ; 
neither  is  the  name  Timothy  perpetuated  in  the  Portsmouth 
family.  Jt  is  a  little  singular  that  tiiis  Timothy  appears  at  Dover 
at  the  date  that  we  lose  all  trace  of  Timothy  (Ist),  of  Windsor.  In 
the  J\'.  //.  Pror.  Papers,  Vols.  IX.  XI,  and  XII.  the  name  of  Tim- 
othy of  Dover  appears  several  times  between  1732  and  17S7. 

William  V.  and  Oliver  Moses,  formerly  ship-builders  of  Bath, 
Me.,  and  many  other  Moses  families  of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire, 
notably  in  Portsmouth  and  Exeter.  N.  H.,  are  descended  from  a 
family  of  brothers  that  settled,  about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  in  Scarborough,  Me.  The  writer  has  letters  from  TT.  F. 
Moses  of  Bath,  Me.,  from  Eliza  (Moses)  Barry  (aged  73),  of 
Buxton  Centre,  Me.,  and  George  Moses  (aged  83),  of  Freedom, 
N.  H.,  who  substantially  agree  on  the  following  table  of  lineage:

The  writer  has  failed  in  his  attempts  to  obtain  a  connected 
genealogical  line  of  descent  from  that  William  Moses,  who  settled 
in  Portsmouth  or  Exeter,  probably  about  1730  to  1740.  Among 
the  Mo^es  names  mentioned  iu  the  Port<mcutii  Association  Test 
of  177G  [BreiL-yters  Rnnilhs,  1st  series),  Thomas,  Tlieodore,  and 
Samuel,  evidently  belong  to  th.is  line.  From  the  Rambles  we 
learn  that  Theodore  and  Samuel  "id  were  sons  of  Samuel  Ist,  and 
on  p.  ISS  is  a  lener,  dated  Exeter,  1858.  from  Theodore  Moses  iu 
his  93d  year.  Ke  removed  from  Portsmouth  to  Newmarket  in 
1779,  and  S  years  thereafter  to  Exeter.  "Samuel,  Thomas,  ami 
"William,"  petition  from  Newmarket,  in  1785. 

JoHX  G.  Moses,  living,  1SS9,  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  states  that 
he  was  b.  1>09,  his  brother  William  in  1805,  and  his  sisters 
Abbie,  18in.  and  Martha  (Moses)  Twing,  in  1811.  His  father's 
name  was  Wiliiam,  and  his  father  had  three  brothers,  Benjamin 
(father  of  J.  Woodman  Moses,  now  living  at  age  of  79,  at  Ports- 
mouth), Thomas,  and  John,  also  one  sister,  Mary. 

As  alrearly  remarked,  men  of  the  Moses  name  appear  to  have 
responded  promptly  to  the  call  to  arms  in  all  American  wars. 
Among  the  soldier  lists  we  find  the  following  (Vol.  VIII,  Cull 
E-^sex  Iiis.)  quotation  from  Georges  Almanac  of  17 7r., —  An  account 
of  th«  '-bloody  baUlc  of  Bunker  Hill"  :  "Among  the  killed  of 
the  Provincials  *  was "'  :  ' 

"Major  M<  >e5  of  Ilolden."  Holden  is  in  Worcester  Co..  Mass., 
and  Major  Moses  was  doubtless  descended,  from  one  of  the  Moses 
faraihes  of  Salem,  who.  at  an  early. date,  removed  from  their  native 
town.     The  same  may  be  said  of  : 

Abraham  Moses,  who  enlisted  March.  1782,  under  Capt.  John 
Fowle,  in  the  :Jd  Mass.  Reg.,  and  was  discharged  by  Gen.  Knox, 
at  New  York,  in  1784.  In  June,  1820,  he  was  living  in  Rutlan-l, 
aged  59  years.  In  his  family,  whom  he  supported  at  that  time 
(pension  papers)  was  a  daughter.  Lydia.  aged  22,  and  a  sou,  John, 
aged  20.       Pensions  were  also  issued   to   Revolutionary  soldiers,

Isaiah  Moses  enlisted  at  Wallingford.  Conn.,  in  1776,  in  Capt. 
Bunnell's  Co.,  Col.  Douglass"  Reg.  The  regiment  was  raised  from 
counties  west  of  the  Connecticut  River. 

Jesse  Moses  enlisted  at  same  time  and  place. 
Jonas  Moses  enlisted  at  New    Haven  in  the  6th  Conn.   Reg., 
Mar.  10,  1777. 

The  three  names  last  mentioned  probably  belong  to  scions 
from  the  Simsbury  tree.  The  Pr-bare  Rec.  of  Nevr  Haven,  under 
date  of  Jan.  3,  17SH.  mention  that  Edward  Crafts  was  appointed 
administrator  of  the  estate  of  Jonas  ^foses,  late  of  Derby.  Conn. 

John-  Mose.s,  '•  late  of  Derby,''  had  his  estate  a^lministered  upon 
July  2,  1804. 

Philip  Moses.  Petition  to  General  Assembly,  May,  1810,  of 
Philip  Moses  and  Hesther  Frank,  for  sule  of  land  at  Humphreys- 
ville  (part  of  old  Derby),  was  acted  on  by  Probate  Court. 

Henry  Moses.  Mehitable  Moses  et  al.  of  Derby.  Petition  of 
same  for  sale  of  land  in  New  Haven  acted  on  by  Probate  Court, 
Jan.  23,  1841. 

John-  G.  Moses,  soldier  of  1st  111.  Reg.,  in  Mexican  Var. 
Pension  j^sued  to  Polly,  his  widow. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  make  a  hst  of  Moses  names  of 
soldiers  in  the  ^'ar  of  the  Rebellion.  Probably  not  one-fourth 
of  such  names  entitled  to  a  war  record  are  so  entered  in  this 
work.

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A  drawing  in  colors  showing  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  MOSES 
family,  of  which  the  above  is  an  India  ink  copy,  was  pi-ocured  bv 
David  B.  Moses  of  Xew  York,  when  making  a  tour  through  Europe 
in  1^72,  and  is  accompanied  by  the  usual  certificate  from  Cullertor.. 
an  authority  on  Heraldry,  at  2.")  Cranbourn  Street,  London.  That 
this  blazon  or  device  has  considerable  antiquity  is  proved  from  its 
description  in  a  work  published  in  1780  by  Joseph  Edraonston, 
Mowhray  Herald  Exfruordinari/,  which  reads  as  follows  :

The  same  description  of  the  •'  Moses  "  coat  of  arms  is  given  in 
the  Enci/dopedta  Iltraldica,  also  in  Burke  s  Heraldry,  and  in  Burke's 
General  Armory  of  En'i^ond.  Scotldnd,  and  W'alts. 

From  an  authority  on  the  sul>ject,  we  learn  that  crests  were 
added  to  coats  of  amis  at  a  later  period,  and  in  Rohsan's  Brifish 
Herald,  Vol.  II.,  p.ubiished  in  1830,  we  Inid  the  following: 

MOSE.S  —  .'/"'t-'  —  a  chevron  between  three  cocks, —  Or 
Moses  Creil  —  acock  reguavd — j-'/'r. 
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From  '^'olume  III.  of  tarne  work  it  appears  that  the  Moses  her- 
aldic motto.  ■'  Dnm  Spiro  Spcro  "  (•'  While  I  breathe  I  hope  "),  is 
also  the  motto  of  the  following  named  Houses:  The  Viscount  Dil- 
lon, Ascotti,  Ailchmuty,  Bannatyne,  Compton,  Cariton,  Sherman, 
Elrich,  Glazebrook,  Symonds,  Pearson,  Thompson,  Sharp,  and 
some  other  families. 

In  the  Dictionarij  of  IJerahlry,  by  Coats,  published  in  1725,  and 
in  Evan's  Ginvinuir  of  Iferoldri/,  we  read: 

''The  Cock  is  the  emblem  of  Strife,  of  Quarrels,  of  Haughtiness, 
of  Victory,  —  because  he  rather  chooses  to  die  than  yield,  for 
which  reason  Aristoplianes  calls  him  the  bird  of  Mars.  Of  the 
Cock.  Guillim  says  as  follows  :  'As  some  account  the  Eagle 
the  Queen,  and  the  Swallow  or  Wagtail  the  Lady,  so  may  I 
term  this  the  Knighr  of  birds,  being  of  noble  courage  and  also  pre- 
pared evermore  to  the  Battle  —  having  his  comb  for  a  helmet,  his 
long  hooked  bill  for  a  falchion — lie  hath  his  legs  armed  with 
spurs,  giving  example  to  the  valiant  soldier  to  e.xpel  danger  by 
fight  rather  than  flight.  Uf  all  birds  he  may  be  best  said  in  Blazon 
to  be  armed  —  that  is,  thus  furnished  and  prepared  to  the  en- 
counter. Cocks  are  borne  in  Coat  armor  by  many  families  both  in 
England  and  other  parts.' '' 


The  writer  has  maiie  some  attempts  to  connect  the  founders  of 
the  New  England  families  of  the  Moses  name  with  their  respective 
ancestors.  The  shoi't  time  given  to  the  compilation  of  this  work, 
and  the  considerable  expense  which  it  was  found  would  be  in- 
volved, have  precluded  a  thorough  examination  of  the  English  rec- 
ords. There  can  be  little  duubt  that  John  Moses  of  Portsmouth 
was  a  Scotchman.  As  already  stated,  there  is  a  strong  family  tra- 
dition that  John  Moses  of  Plymouth  was  a  Welshman.  The  his- 
tories of  Plymouth  make  no  mention  of  -Scotchmen  in  that  Colony. 
Several  of  the  vessels  bringing  emigrants  to  Plymouth  sailed  from 
Bristol  *  near  the  borders  of  Wales.

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As  the  nearr's'-  coiisideralAo  ?]ii})ping  port  for  Welslimeu,  ii  is 
likelv  that  John  Mo-^es  may  have  learned  or  worked  at  his  trade  of 
shi^fwrigiit  ar  l^risrol,  and  possibly  lie  there  made  the  acquaintance 
of  that  John  <iuy,  a  party  to  the  lawsuit  (see  p.  Hi),  and  concern- 
ing  whom  then-  is  no  other  historical  record.  The  Guys  were  a 
family  of  standing  and  note  in  Bristol*  Bayliss'  Memorud  Phj. 
mouth  Colonji  ruentions  a  Rev.  John  Myles.  and  many  of  his  con- 
gregation of  Swansea,  Wales,  as  settlers  of  the  town  of  Swansea, 
Plymouth  Colony.  The  M'smchx.'tdfs-  Ili.slonod  Coll.,  j^th  series, 
Vol.  VI.,  p.  172,  contains  a  letter  of  Xov.  28,  IG-iO,  from  Edward 
Winslow  of  Plyuiouth  Colony,  to  Gov,  John  Winthrop,  in  which 
he  states  that  lie  has  a  "friend  who  has  an  estate  in  Wales"  (name 
not  stated),  and  asks  advice  concerning  it.  (Gov.  Winslow  and 
John  Moses  were  fellow  townsmen,  of  Duxbury,  in  1640.) 

So  far  as  can  lie  ascertained  from  any  records,  John  Moses  and 
Ralph  Chapman  were  the  only  shipwrights  of  Plymouth  Colony 
during  the  period  between  ItUO  and  1060.  At  a  time  when  these 
men  were  growing  old,  another  shipwriglit  arrives,  and  it  is  a  fair 
presumption  that  lie  was  a  friend  and  correspondent  of  John  }.[oses. 
From  Winsor's  Histonj  of  D>.i.rh>mj,  we  learn  that  "John  Drew,  a 
Welshman  and  ship  carpenter,  arrived  in  Plymouth  in  166i».  and 
had  five  s<Mis.  of  whom  three  settled  in  Plymouth  and  two  in  Dux- 
burv."  The  first  purchase  of  land  made  by  John  Moses  of  Wind- 
sor, in  1619.  was  from  Owen  Tudor,  a  Welshman. f  In  answer  to 
inquiries.  Hon.  Evan  R.  Jones,  Y.  S.  Consul  at  Cardiff,  Wales, 
states  tlffit,  "  The  use  of  Scripture  names  as  surnames  is  compara- 
tively conmion  in  this  Principahty;  for  example:  we  have  families 
whose  surnames  are  David,  John,  Joseph,  Jeremiah,  Jacobs,  etc., 
and,  of  course,  Moses."  Concerning  the  Hon.  William  Abraham, 
who  has  represented  the  Rhondila  District  of  Glamorganshire, 
Wales,  in  Parliament,  as  a  Gladstone  Liberal  for  more  than  ten

An  ari.[uainrance  with  Mr.  T).  IT.  Moses,  an  official  of  tlie  St. 
Paul  ^  Milwaukee  Railroad,  led  to  a  correspondence  with  his 
lather,  tlie  Rev.  John  Moses,  a  Presoyterian  clergyman  at  Mineral 
Point,  "Wis.  E.Mnicis  from  his  letters  are  given  herewith.  The 
lawsuit  concerning  the  title  to  estates,  which  were  very  likely  en- 
tailed, and  wldcli  hiv.-suit  is  so  clearly  described  by  him.  makes  it 
certain  that  the  Mnses  family  of  Monm(»uthshireand  Wales  is  more 
than  five  hundred  years  old.  Monmouthshire  was  once  a  part  of 
Wales,  an<l  Rhymney  and  Ei>hw  Vale  are  on  the  eastern  boundary 
line  of  the  AVales  of  nioderu  times.

To  Z.  ;Moses,  Esq.: 

Dear  Sir:  —  In  reply  to  your  request  through  my  son  David,  I  will 
answer  you  as  brieliy  as  I  can.  In  the  year  1842,  there  was  a  test  case  of 
the  family  riglits  to  my  grandfather's  real  estate.  He  was  what  is  called 
in  the  old  country,  a  "  State  Freeliolder."  About  one  hundred  years  ago 
he  went  to  law,  and  to  carry  that  tlirough  he  raised  a  mortgage  on  his 
estate.  an<^  in  one  way  or  anotlier  he  could  not  redeem  it.  TJie  estate  was 
in  the  hands  of  Brown  and  Bailey,  Irunuiasters,  in  Sirhowy,  Ebbw  Vale, 
MonmoiUhsliire.  In  1842  they  were  going  to  dissolve  partnership  on 
account  of  .some  diihculty  among  tlieiuselves,  so  tliey  ad\'ertise(l  for  heirs 
to  come  forward  to  claim  tlie  estate.  One  of  my  cousins.  John  Moses,  a 
lawyer  from  London,  came  down  to  Rhymney.  ^loumouth.  to  investigate 
the  estate.  When  Bailey  and  Brown  saw  that  we  were  in  earnest  about 
our  title,  they  .settled  among  themselves  to  hold  on  to  the  estate  at  any 
co.st.  My  cousin  the  lawyer,  searehed  tlm  records  in  the  County  of  Mon- 
mouth, and  found  that  tlie  estate  had  been  in  possession  of  the  Closes 
family  ovvrjivt'  ?iandrcd  ymrs.  or  back  to  the  year  1342,  and  that  the  title 
was  good  and  clear,  only  tiiat  there  was  a  heavy  mortgage  against  it.  As 
we  had  no  money  to  contend  with  these  wealthy  ironmasters,  everything 
was  dropped;  and  so  it  is  to  this  day. 

My  granilfalhcr's  estate  was.  as  I  havesaiil,  in  ^lonmouthshire,  and  in 
different  parishes.  His  occupation  was  a  farmer.  His  name  Was  Edmund 
Ileury  Moses,  a  man  of  sangiuue  temperament,  and  .so  were  all  of  his 
children.     To  tliree  of  his  sons  he  gave  a  good  eilucation,  and  he  gave

He  paid  us  a  visit  in  Riiynuiey,  Monmouth,  in  1S40.  Thomas,  David,

ics. And  they  are  all  dead,  and  all  of  them  bur  uucle  Dfuiiel  Moses  died 
in  Enjiland  and  ''A'ales.  Uncle  D;ini-el  came  to  Canada  in  ISiS,  and  from 
there  went  to  Carbondale,  Pa.,  where  he  was  buried  about  twenty  years 
ago.  He  has  three  sons,  Ebcnezer  Mo.scs  in  Obio.  Daniel  in  Scrantou. 
and  David  in  Wilkesbarre. 

Before  closing  this  lett(!r,  T  will  give  an  account  of  n,y  parents.  My 
father  died  from  intlaiumaiiun  of  the  bowels  in  Riivmney,  in  I'i-ii,  48  years 
of  age.  He  was  a  very  large  and  strong  man;  and  so  was  uncle  John,  the 
gunsmitli,  from  London.  He  was  almn.it  a  giatit,  weighed  220  pounds 
when  he  was  eighteen  years  old.

In  an  interview  wirli  Morris  Moses  of  Trenton,  X.  J.,  who  was 
born  in  "U'ales,  some  particulars  concerning  his  extraction  were 
gathered.  He  -is  the  son  of  John  Edmund  .Moses,  who  with  a 
brother  were  left  orphans,  and  were  taken  care  of  and  educated 
by  an  uncle,  who  was  an  Episcopal  minister  m  "Vi'alcs.  After 
John  Edmund  had  attained  his  majority  ho  went  to  England 
and  married  ^lartha  Xirke,  near  Nottingham,  in  Lincolnshire. 
He  lived  several  years  in  that  vicinity  as  an  inn-keeper,  and  then 
emigrated  in  1830  to  Trenton,  N.  J.  After  two  years  he  sent  for 
his  family.  He  spoke  the  "U'clsh  language,  and  was  an  Episcopa- 
lian. His  cliildren  (18S9)  may  be  recorded  as  follows  :  ]\Iartha, 
2*Iark,  and  Mary,  all  deceased;  Morris,  aged  ijo;  ilartin,  aged  61; 
Matthew,  aged  .>t5;  Joiin.  aged  c.O;  Margaret,  aged  40. 

Had  the  publication  of  this  book  been  delayed  for  several 
mouths,  it  is  pro)>able  that  inquiries  set  on  foot  across  the  ocean 
concerting  the  Scotch  and  T^'elsh  families  of  the  Moses  name 
would  have  borne  fruit. 

A  Moses  family  of  Scotch  origin  has  long  resided  in  Buffalo,  X. 
Y.,  and  correspondence  has  been  opened  by  them  with  relatives  in 
Scotland. 

James  Moses  of  Trenton,  X.  J.,  is  the  owner  of  the  great 
Mercer  Pottery  Company,  is  president  of  the  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany, of  the  Villa  Park  Company,  and  director  in  various  other 
trusts  and  companies  in  Trenton,  X''.  J.  His  brother,  John  Closes, 
is  owner  of  the  Glasgow  Pottery  Company  m  the  .same  city; 
and  both  brothers  are,  or  have  been,  wardens  of  the  Episcopal 
Church. 

James  Moses  writes: 

"ily  fatlier  and  grandfather  were  farmers  in  County  Tyrone,  Xorth 
of  Ireland.     I  left  home  wh<.-n  nuiif  a  boy,  and  before  I  took  nmch  inter- 
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est  in  f;iniily  history,  hut  I  undcrstooil  that  my  .vrnuidfathor  cume  from 
Lanark,  above  Glasgow,  in  Sc-otlaud.  Our  family  is  the  only  one  of  the 
name  I  ever  heard  of  in  Ireland.  AVilliam  Moses  of  Louisville,  Ky.  (-a, 
sou  of  mjj  father's  eldest  brother),  I  think  knows  more  of  our  family 
history  thau  I  do." 

W'illiaiTi  Moses  writes  tmder  date  of  Feljruary  '_*4.  1S90: 

"The  writer,  TVilliam  Closes,  h<n-n  in  Ulster  County,  State  of  Xew 
York,  was  the  son  of  K<*bert  Moses,  who  was  bom  at  Six  3Iile  Cross, 
County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  who  was  the  son  of  John  Jloses,  who  had  an 
older  brother,  R(;bert.  who  held  or  inherited  some  property  or  titles,  which 
at  his  death  would  have  come  to  my  grandfather,  as  his  brother  left  no 
heirs.  There  was  considerable  correspondence  Jtbout  it  at  the  time,  as 
my  father  was  the  oldest  son  of  the  junior  brothers.  It  seems,  or  was  my 
understanding  at  the  time,  that  my  father,  not  being  a  subject  of  Grea^ 
Britain,  forfeited  his  title  by  descent.  This  correspondence  took  place 
between  lH'2o  and  1S30.  So  I  onh"  know  from  memory,  and  I  was  quite 
small  at  the  time.  Personally  I  do  not  know  anything  of  this  Scotch  an- 
cestry: but  my  gran<ifarher's  brother,  Robert,  inherited  something  from, 

or  in  Scotland.     I  never  heard  that  he  ever  lived  in  Ireland 

I  believe  that  the  entire  Moses  family,  or  our  part  of  it,  held  to  the  creed 
of  the  Church  of  England.  I  do  not  know  what  the  occupation  of  my 
grandfather  and  his  brother  Robert  was;  but  there  were  merchants, 
doctors,  manufacturers,  and  farmers  in  the  family,  for  I  have  seen  some 
of  my  uncles  and  their  cousins.  My  father  was  of  a  ruddy  blonde  com- 
plexion, and  would  pass  anywhere  for  a  Scotch-Irishman.  I  left  home  in 
1834,  and  have  only  been  a  casual  visitor  to  my  relations  since  1888.  I 
came  to  Louisville  in  March  of  tliat  year I  once  endeav- 
ored to  get  some  facts  from  my  oldest  brother,  who  alwavs  lived  in  Xew 
YofK.  until  my  father  died,  and  I  felt  knew  more  than  I  did.  He  went 
to  Xew  Orleans,  and  died  there,  so  I  am  the  only  one  living  out  of  eight 
brothers.  I  will  be  73  years  old  in  April,  aud  the  oldest  of  the  kindred 
that  is  living." 

As  tbe  book  goes  to  press  a  letter  is  received  from  a  correspond- 
ent in  Butlalo.  X.  Y.,  with  enclosure  as  follows:

We  can  get  no  definite  information  further  back  than  tlie  year  1810. 
Our  grandfather  and  great-grandfather  were  llien  living  in  3Iilngavie,  a 
little  place  about  ten  miles  out  of  Glasgow. 

Our  great-grandfather,  as  far  as  we  can  make  out,  was  born  about 
17G0,  in  a   place  calleil   Shettl<?ton,  about  six  mile.-,  out  of  (Jlasguw.  ui 
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quite  an  opposite  direction  from  ^Milnirarif.  Ilur  Iiotv  long  they  \rere  in 
Shettleston.  or  where  they  came  from,  we  cannot  Hoil  out.  nor  uiieii  or 
why  they  left  there  and  Aveut  to  Milniravie.  In  those  days  registers  were 
not  kept  as  they  are  now.  I  went  to  Siiettleston  and  saw  the  biirying- 
l»luce,  but  the  ^exton  had  no  books  or  registers,  so  notliiug  could  bo  found 
out  there.  Tl^en  I  went  to  the  3Iilugavie  cemetery  and  saw  several  tomb- 
stones with  the  name  of  Mo'<es  on  them,  but  could  not  tiud  out  who  they 
were  or  in  what  rei:tiion><hip  they  stood  to  us.  There  is  an  estate  called 
J/w.  .i//<r/»/  a  fev.-  miles  out  of  Gl.isgow.  in  an  oppu.sito  rlirection  to  either  of 
the  two  places  I  have  named.  I  have  heani  my  father  and  the  other 
members  of  the  family  who  are  now  dead  say  that  it  belonged  to  our 
branch  of  the  family.  People  of  a  ditferent  name  live  in  it  now.  We  do 
not  know  when  it  went  out  of  the  family,  unless  a  daughter  of  the  house 
got  or  took  pos-e-;sion;  hut  we  kno\v  nothing  of  a  cerrai;ity.  On  one  of 
the  stones  iu  Miln^ravie  cemetery  a  death  was  recorded  of  "  William  Closes 
of  Mc^i-Pfld"  in  1797,  which  shows  that  the  estate  must  have  been  in  the 
family  at  that  time.  Whether  at  ihe  death  of  tliis  W'lliam  Moses  it  went 
out  of  the  family,  we  have  nothing,  aii'l  can  l1n(i  out  nothing  to  show.  By 
writing  to  tlie  Register  House  iu  Edinburgh,  if  information  can  be  found 
anywhere,  it  will  be  there.

Major  Jones  of  Cardiff  has  written  to  me,  as  he  has  found  out  my 
maiden  name  was  Mosses,  and  I  fancy  and  believe  I  must  be  a  member  of 
the  same  ^imily  as  yoursejf.  3Iy  late  father's  name  was  Edwin  Moses. 
He  was  a  civil  engineer,  and  a  son  of  Moses  Moses,  Tondu  House.  Bridg- 
end. Glamorganshire.  He  (Moses  Moses)  was  a  mining  engineer  and  min- 
eral agent  to  .Sir  Robert  Price,  who  owneil  vast  estates  in  tiiat  county. 
IMy  grandfather,  Moses  Moses,  [  know  h.-iiled  from-  Monmouthshire  and 
Merthyr  Tydvil  and  neighborhood,*  where   he  spent,  his  younger  days. 

I  am  not  in  a  position  to  tell  you  whf>se  son  he  was.     ^ly 

grandfather  held  an  important  appointment  under  Sir  Robert  Price,  and 
received  i'l.OW  a  year  with  a  beautiful  house,  which  tifty  years  ago  was 
considered  a  very  handsome  income.  He  gave  each  of  his  eight  children  a 
liberal  education,  my  aunt  Jane  being  a  clever  historian  and  an  accom- 
plished woman,  and  my  uncles  were  men  of  minds.  ^Many  years  ago  two 
or  three  of  the  brothers,  my  father  being  one  of  tlnrm.  brought  out  a  small 
book  upon  the  coal  ba^in  of  South  Wales,  which  proved  an  authorifv  upon

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mining  niatlors.  ^I}-  inuvl father  hiul  a  brotlier  named  Willi^ini  Mosos, 
who  wrote  a  book  of  poems  caiiLd  ''  O'nt->/-0t'>f/,''  of  coiirse  in  the  Welsh 
language.  Some  of  hi.s  poems  have  been  set  to  music,  and  one  in  partic- 
uhir  is  sung  now  at  •'  Hui\ting  Dinners  "  and  .such  places.  It  is  advice  to 
his  son  who  is  about  being  married,  how  lie  is  to  live  and  how  he  is  to 
treat  hi.->  wile  and  tlie  inmates  of  his  household.  I  lind  the  book  is  out  of 
print,  but  I  have  heard  of  one  copy,  whiih  I  am  trying  hard  to  get  into 
my  possession,  but  I  am  asked  a  high  sum  for  it,  not  for  its  value,  but 
owing  to  its  scarcity. 

I  have  been  an.vious  for  a  long  time  to  assist  you,  in  being  able  to  send 
you  some  particulars  of  the  family:  but  I  tinda  great  difficulty  in  procur- 
ing inforn)ation.  Day  by  day  I  have  been  expecting  some  particulars, 
but  thoy  have  not  come.  I  trust  to  be  able  to  enclose  a  few  particulars  in 
this  letter  before  closing  same;  however,  if  I  am  unable  to  do  so  I  will 
write  again  in  a  few  days,  as  soon  as  ihey  have  reached  me.     .     .     .     .     . 

I  was  my  father's  only  child.  I  was  named  after  his  favorite  sister, 
"  ^lary  Anne  Maud  Moses."  Frederic  emigrated  to  America.  The 
brothers  and  sisters  are  now  all  dead.  The  last  that  died  was  Edmund 
Moses.  lie  was  a  manager  at  some  works  iu  Glamorganshire,  and  died 
about  ten  years  ago. 

I  have  friends  who  are  now  visiting  the  churches  in  Bedwellty  for  me, 
but  it  takes  a  great  deal  of  time,  owing  to  my  not  being  able  to  give  any 
dates,  and  owing  to  the  vast  population  of  the  different  districts,  the  bur- 
ials beiug  so  numerous.

From  another  letter  it  appears  that  the  ancient  seat  of  rhe  Moses 
fatni^-  of  "Wales  (now  lu?ld  by  Brown  and  Bailey)  is  at  the  present 
day  in  the  parish  of  Al.»erysbrath.  in  tlie  neighborhood  of  Xant-y- 
glo  or  Abertillery. 

Tlie  Vicar  of  the  i>arish  of  Bedwellty  states  that  the  church  reg- 
isters iu  his  possession  till  a  very  large  iron  chest,  and  that  it  would 
take  a  week  or  more  to  e.xamine  them,  even  hurriedly. 

In  the  event  tliat  any  Moses  descen<lant  of  Xew  England  lineage 
should  desire  further  knowledge  concerning  the  an.nent  TVelsh  and 
Scotch  families,  from  which  the  Plymouth  and  Portsmouth  Lines 
ha\'e  sprung,  the  foregoing  papers  will  fnrnish  a  basis  for  his  fu- 
ture investigations.  The  localities  are  indicated  where  the  rec- 
ords of  the  parent  stock  of  both  the  Welsh  and  Scotch  Houses  may 
be  found.  The  name  is  uncommon,  and  with  patient  st-arch  of  the 
baptismal  records  of  a  few  parishes,  very  probably  a  lineal  connec- 
tion fur  the  founders  of  the  New  Englan.l  Moses  families  could  be 
established. 
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
